4 My name is Livingston Bullard. I'm 34, and I 

5 reside here in Nassau, The Bahamas, Bain Town. 

6 I met Nygard sometime in February or March 

7 2014, and someone introduce him to me. Dr. Philip 

8 McPhee introduced me to him to tell them he need my kind 

9 of help because I'm a good person, well-known in the 

10 community and I was capable of doing anything he want me 

11 to do. 

12 The first march I did was July 14, 12:31 p.m., 

13 2014. The purpose of the march was to damage Louis 

14 Bacon's name, Fred Smith's name and CB Moss' name. 

15 Mr. Nygard called me to Nygard Cay, invite me 

16 to Nygard Cay and asked me, told me to throw a protest 

17 for him. 

18 So I asked him how much people he need? He 

19 said as much as I could bring. He asked me how much 

20 would it cost. I told him $150,000. 

21 And then we throw the march and he paid us the 

22 money. The march was held in Rawson Square, Nassau, 

23 downtown. There were 4,500 people, roughly. 

24 Mr. Nygard made up the shirts and the flyers, 


25 the posters with the Klu Klux Klan, KKK, Louis Bacon is

1 in the KKK clan, he is a racist, to free us from Louis 

2 Bacon as a slave. Also, Fred Smith is a liar and he 

3 works for Louis Bacon, The purpose of this was to 

4 slander their names so people in The Bahamas can see 

5 something negative about them. He say he want Louis 

6 Bacon run out of the country because he does not belong 

7 here because he is a racist man. 

8 I paid each person 25 dollars a person. I 

9 personally paid these people. They had no other purpose 

10 other than being paid. Nygard paid me before. We got 

11 $50,000. $150,000 was to deal with the crew. He gave 

12 us $50,000 each and he put some additional on there. 

13 When he send back the money, he send $80,000 more. 

14 Since that first march, I have been out to 

15 Lyford Cay and spoke with Mr. Nygard. We talked about 

16 serious matters dealing with where he want us to fuck up 

17 some people. You understand? 

18 I have been out there a number of times 

19 talking about serious matters. In total we met with him 

20 about 20 times. We met about six times in Nygard Cay to 

21 talk about serious matters about fucking people up. And 

22 these people are local and he talked about people in the 

23 States as well.

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1 We go in his house or sometimes he come in our 

2 car around we discuss things direct. 

3 I had Mr. Nygard's personal cellphone number. 

4 We don't go through anybody else. We go through him 

5 directly. 

6 He talked about sending a message where he 

7 want to hurt somebody. He refer, say, "I want to send a 

8 message." 

9 He sent out a hit list and he gave us a number 

10 of names to deal with these persons, to fuck up. 

11 In December there was another march. The 

12 other march, Keod Smith was the head in that. He worked 

13 through Keod Smith in that one. Keod Smith contacted me 

14 about that. The purpose of the march to slander Louis 

15 Bacon and the other rest of their names. To slander 

16 their names. 

17 It was the Klu Klux Klan, too. This march 

18 occurred at Rawson Square, downtown Junkanoo, Nassau, 

19 Bahamas. That was in December. These people were paid 

20 25 dollars to march in this march. That was the amount 

21 of money. We made less money. It was $60,000 dollars 

22 for Junkanoo. 

23 I got a permit from the Commissioner of 

24 Police, Leon Bethell to approve the protest for Mr. 

25 Nygard, which is the one in July 2014. With Leon 



1 Bethell, it was just a regular standard thing where 

2 anyone can go through and get a permit.

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AFFIDAVIT OF JESTAN SANDS 


I, Jestan Sands, a citizen of The Bahamas, currently studying abroad, make oath and say as 

follows: 

1. I depose hereto from my personal knowledge unless otherwise stated, and where 
otherwise stated, I set out the grounds and sources of my information, which I verily 
believe to be true. 

My background 

2. I have worked in the hospitality industry for over a decade. Between 2005 and 2007 I 
was the Assistant Guest Service Manager/Resort Assistant Manager at the Four 
Seasons Resort in Exuma. I then worked as the Property Manager at Nygard Cay 
between 2007 and 2008. Between 2009 and 2013 I was the Operations Manager at 
the Abaco Club in Winding Bay. From 2013 to December 2014 I was the Executive 
Assistant Manager of Operations at SuperClubs Breezes Resort in Nassau, Bahamas. 
From the end of January 2015 until June 2015 1 was the Acting Property Manager at 
Nygard Cay. From June 2015 until December 2015 1 was the Project Manager at the 
Nygard Slims store at the Mall at Marathon in Nassau, The Bahamas. I am currently 
studying to further my career in the hospitality and restaurant operations industry. 

Employment by Nygard International Holdings 

3. As stated above, I previously worked at Mr. Peter Nygird’s property, Nygard Cay, as 
his property manager for one (1) year from 2007 to 2008. Initially I was hired as his 
food and beverage manager/special events manager before my role changed into 
property manager. I assumed this role for six (6) months in 2015. During each period 
of my employment at Nygard Cay I was employed by Nygard International Holdings. 

4. 1 had heard, as a result of applying for a job at Lyford Cay Club which is in the area 
where Mr. Nygard lives, that Mr. Nygard was looking for a property manager as he 
was embarking on opening up his own private rental resort. I applied to Nygard Cay 
where Ms. Bianca Nygard, his daughter, telephoned and interviewed me. I 
subsequently was interviewed by Mr. Nygard and hired on the spot as his food and 
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beverage manager/special events manager. My role subsequently changed to property 
manager in the months thereafter. 

5. 1 was responsible for implementing all standard operating procedures for the resort, 
from the rooms to food and beverage and events. Bianca Nygard was lead, and I was 
her second in charge, called a “2IC”. 

6. I and the other staff provided a hotel experience for paying guests staying at Nyg&rd 
Cay. In essence, I assisted Bianca Nygard in executing the leadership of the entire 
stay for the guests. I was responsible for guests from pre-arrival, ensuring that all 
information required for their stay was obtained, that we met their room needs, and 
that the menus and activities were suitable. We offered the paying guests at Nygard 
Cay the entire concierge experience. Post departure, I was responsible for following 
up with guests, ensuring that they received all materials, photos, anything that was 
memorable from their trip and ensuring that they were completely satisfied with their 
experience. 

Association with criminals 

7. Whilst I was working at Nygard Cay last year, two men, called “Bobo” and “Toggi”, 
visited Mr. Nyg&rd at Nyg&rd Cay several times. They are both widely regarded in 
The Bahamas as criminals from Bain Town, which is a relatively deprived area in The 
Bahamas. The men were friends of Lawrence Harrison, who is a well-known gang 
member that has worked for Mr. Nygard. 

8. Whenever Mr. Nyg&rd returned to Nassau, Bobo and Toggi would be among the first 
people he invited to meet with him at his house on arrival. They would meet with Mr. 
Nygard to give him an update as to what they had been doing for him. I have also 
been present on multiple occasions when they have had dinner with Mr. Nygard at 
Nygard Cay. After dinner, Mr. Nygard would pay them cash for the work that they 
had been doing and were going to do on his behalf. In my experience, that is how Mr. 
Nygard routinely operates with people he hires, i.e. he has them around for dinner and 
pays them in cash afterwards. 

9. I remember on one occasion Mr. Nygard had a ‘secret meeting’ with Bobo and Toggi 

off the property. A colleague who worked with me at the Nygard Slims store, Karin, 

had a rental car which Mr. Nygard and his main girlfriend/assistant at the time, a 

woman called Biehare, borrowed. I was advised by Biehare, and verily believed, that 
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she and Mr. Nygard took the rental car to Bain Town for a ‘secret meeting’ with Bobo 
and Toggi. 


10. After on of their meetings and dinners with Mr. Nygard, I escorted Bobo and Toggi 
out of Nygard Cay. I remember one time in particular walking them out and hearing 
them talk to someone else. They said words to the effect that: 


“Your boy [meaning Mr. Nygard] hired us to take care of this. We can 
take care of that guy for him. We can deal with that for him.” 


11. If you are Bahamian and you hear someone like Bobo and Toggi say they can “take 
care of someone” you know that this means killing them. I understood that the 
reference to “that guy” was a reference to Mr. Louis Bacon. They did not say his 
name expressly but everyone knew that the meetings between Bobo and Toggi and 
Mr. Nygard were all about Mr. Bacon. Their entire agenda was anti-Louis Bacon and 
I understood that this was the only thing that the meetings amongst Bobo, Toggi and 
Mr. Nygard were about. 

12. On another occasion when I escorted Bobo and Toggi off the property, I remember 
them asking me if Mr. Nygard was serious and was really going to pay them to kill. I 
said I did not know and that if Mr. Nygard had said he would pay them something, 
then they would have to take that up with him. 

13.1 did not specifically hear Mr. Nygard say that Bobo and Toggi had been hired to kill 
Mr. Bacon; however, it was my understand ~ 1

LIVINGSTON BULLARD 

a witness herein being of lawful age, and being first 
duly sworn in the above cause, testified on his oath 
as follows: 

MR. MIYAR: Toggle, we'll talk about Pericles 
Mallis, who is one of the individuals on Peter Nygard's 
hit list. When did Peter Nygard first instruct you and 
Bobo that Pericles was on the hit list? 

TOGGIE: I cannot remember exactly the month but 

it was sometime in 2015, the early part of 2015. But, 
again, I can't exactly remember the month. 

MR. MIYAR: Was it before the first demonstration 


or after? 


TOGGIE: It's before. 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. 

MR. RIVAS: So that would be 2014. 

THE WITNESS: '14 then. Oh, yeah. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Yes. 

THE WITNESS: It's New Year Eve. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Yeah, because the demonstration was 


June of 2014. 

TOGGIE: I was thinking it's 2015. 

MR. RIVAS: Yeah, '14. Right. 
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MR. DIPAOLO: 2014. Okay. 

MR. MIYAR: And what did Peter Nygard specifically 
tell you he wanted done with Pericles Mallis? 

TOGGIE: He told us he wants to kill Pericles 

Mallis. And we'd get a large lump sum of money if we 
kill Pericles Mallis. 

MR. MIYAR: And where did he tell you this? 

TOGGIE: He tell us this at Nygard Cay. 

MR. MIYAR: At his residence? 

TOGGIE: At his residence at Nygard Cay. 

MR. MIYAR: Was anybody else there to witness it? 

TOGGIE: No. You don't understand but his 

bodyguard was a couple feet away. 

MR. MIYAR: And do you know that person's name? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, his name is Leo Thurston. 

MR. MIYAR: Can you repeat that? 

TOGGIE: Leo Thurston. 

MR. RIVAS: Thurston? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: So you believe that Leo Thurston may 
have overheard him speaking about this? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, he heard it. 

MR. MIYAR: And what steps did you and Bobo take 
to locate Pericles Mallis; did you conduct 
surveillance? 
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TOGGIE: Yeah, we went to his office. We stake 

him out. We follow him a couple times, bump his car 
but too much people was around so he end up getting 
away from us. 

MR. RIVAS: Just you and Bobo together? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, just me and Bobo. 

MR. RIVAS: One vehicle? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, one vehicle. 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. So you conduct the surveillance 
at his law office — 

TOGGIE: In Nassau. 

MR. MIYAR: — in the Bahamas? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. Did you follow him from his law 
office somewhere? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, we followed him. We follow him to 

his law office, from his law office straight downtown. 
And when we bumped his car, he stopped but he didn't 
come out. And he continued going. 

MR. MIYAR: So you accidentally hit his car with 
your car? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, we just bump like it for him to 

stop. 

MR. RIVAS: So it wasn't an accident, you did it 
on purpose? 
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TOGGIE: It wasn't no accident, right. 

MR. DIPAOLO: You bumped him. 

MR. MIYAR: And where did that happen, what 
location? 

TOGGIE: It happened on the main downtown Nassau 

heading northeast. 

MR. MIYAR: And how were you planning to conduct 
the hit? 

TOGGIE: We was planning when he come out, we was 

planning to shoot him up. 

MR. MIYAR: And with what gun? 

TOGGIE: Two 9. 

MR. MIYAR: Two 9-millimeters? 

TOGGIE: Yes, sir. 

MR. MIYAR: And who gave you the 9-millimeters? 

TOGGIE: We purchased it ourself. We get the 

money to purchase it from Mr. Peter Nygard but we 
purchased it ourselves. 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. Where did you purchase them? 

TOGGIE: Jeez. Oh, man. We purchased it from a 

friend of ours. 

MR. RIVAS: Just a friend on the street? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, a friend on the street. Yeah. 

MR. RIVAS: Not a store? 

TOGGIE: No. Huh-uh. 
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MR. MIYAR: So, however, the hit did not happen 
because why? 

TOGGIE: The hit didn't happen because the first 

time we tried there's too much people around so he end 
up getting away. 

MR. RIVAS: Okay. So you said it was like early 
2014 when he talked about it? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. RIVAS: And Leo was present? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. RIVAS: Mien did you start the surveillance? 
TOGGIE: Right after he tell us to. 

MR. RIVAS: So early 2014? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. RIVAS: And then when was the attempt with the 

bump? 

TOGGIE: That's about two weeks after he told us. 

MR. RIVAS: Okay. 

TOGGIE: Because we didn't know who he was first. 

MR. RIVAS: Okay. 

TOGGIE: You understand? We keep on asking people 

in the area who he is because we didn't want to get the 
wrong person mistake. 

MR. DIPAOLO: That would be bad. 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 
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MR. RIVAS: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: And what type of car was he driving? 

TOGGIE: He was driving a blue Jeep. 

MR. MIYAR: Blue Jeep. Do you know the make and 
model of the Jeep? 

TOGGIE: Oh, I don't know. 

MR. MIYAR: Four door, a two door? 

TOGGIE: I think it's a four door. It's a four 

door. 

MR. RIVAS: Like with the ragtop where it goes 
down or is it hard all the way around? 

TOGGIE: No, hard. 

MR. RIVAS: Hard. Like a Cherokee. 

MR. MIYAR: And was there a second time that you 
followed him? 

TOGGIE: No. 

MR. MIYAR: And that one didn't work? 

TOGGIE: Oh, yeah, the second time. And then we 

found out where his sister live. And we told him — we 
told Mr. Nygard that it's difficult to get him so we'll 
get his sister. 

MR. MIYAR: And where did his sister live? 

TOGGIE: She live right off West Bay Street in a 

yellow two-story house. 

MR. RIVAS: Off Bay Street?

TOGGIE: Off West Bay Street.

MR. MIYAR: And how did you locate her? 

3 

TOGGIE: We pick up one of our friends and we was 

4 

asking him about where is Pericles Mallis. So he say 

5 

he don't know where Pericles Mallis live but he know 

6 

where his sister live. And that's how we locate where 

7 

she lives. 

8 

MR. MIYAR: And do you know her name? 

9 

TOGGIE: No, we don't know her name. 

10 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. But did you follow her, too? 

11 

TOGGIE: No, we never had the chance to follow her 

12 

because he know she lived there but he don't know how 

13 

she look. 

14 

MR. MIYAR: Now you said in the past that Pericles 

15 

Mallis was just inch, there was an inch from killing 

16 

Pericles Mallis? 

17 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

18 

MR. MIYAR: That you were going to bomb his car. 

19 

Was that separate from the bump? 

20 

TOGGIE: No, that's the same thing. 

21 

MR. RIVAS: Same thing. 

22 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. So let us clarify that. By 

23 

bombing his car, what do you mean by bombing his car? 

24 

TOGGIE: Like hit it so he could stop and come 

25 

out. 
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MR. MIYAR: Oh, okay. Bumping his car? 

MR. RIVAS: While it's in an accident. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Bumping it. 

TOGGIE: Bumping it, yeah. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Bumping it, not bombing it. Okay. 
Because it says bombing it. 

MR. MIYAR: So to clarify that, so it's just 
bumping his car? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. RIVAS: So he can get out and then you were 
gonna shoot him? 

TOGGIE: (Nodding his head.) 

MR. MIYAR: And you said he lives in a long street 
so there was too much cars? 

TOGGIE: Too much cars, yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: People there so it wasn't done? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: Did you report back to Peter Nygard 
the job that you guys had done and the fact that — 

TOGGIE: Yeah, we told him that. We told him 

everything. And he gave us something. He give us a 
couple dollars to continue to watch him. 

MR. RIVAS: Do you remember if it was morning, 
noon, night, daylight, dark when you bumped him? 

TOGGIE: It was in the evening. 
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MR. RIVAS: Evening. So it was sunset? 

TOGGIE: Sunset after — it was definitely after 

almost 6:00. 

MR. RIVAS: Okay. 

MR. MIYAR: And when you bumped his car, how did 
he react? 

TOGGIE: He just looked back and he like stopped 

and looked back and continued going. He never get out 
of the car. 

MR. MIYAR: And what did Peter Nygard say when 
this hit was not accomplished? Do you recall exactly 
what he said and where he was when you — 

TOGGIE: When we told him he say — when we told 

him we say, man, we is close but we missed. He's mad. 
You understand? He's saying, you didn't do the job 
good. And we didn't get the full paycheck that he's 
supposed to give us. 

MR. MIYAR: But he did compensate you something? 

TOGGIE: $10,000. 

MR. DIPAOLO: And how much would he have paid you 
if you would have completed it; did he say? 

TOGGIE: All he said it's a large lump sum. He 

never said — 

MR. DIPAOLO: He never told you exactly? 

TOGGIE: Exactly the figure.

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. And, again, Pericles was one. 

2 

of those guys that was a pain in his neck with the 

3 

homeowner's association at Lyford Cay; right? 

4 

TOGGIE: Yeah. Yeah. 

5 

MR. DIPAOLO: That's why Nygard was angry at him? 

6 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

7 

MR. DIPAOLO: Because he was the attorney for the 

8 

homeowner's association? 

9 

TOGGIE: Association, yeah. 

10 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

11 

MR. MIYAR: That's correct. So in your own words. 

12 

that's a good point, what was Nygard's motivation to 

13 

have him hit? 

14 

TOGGIE: What was his motivation? Nygard say he's 

15 

a pain in his ass so he want him out. 

16 

MR. MIYAR: Pain in his ass because of what? 

17 

TOGGIE: Because he keep on — he keep on — so 

18 

Nygard say — we didn't know why we're gonna be taking 

19 

the job. Nygard said he wants to keep fucking with 

20 

him. You understand? 

21 

MR. DIPAOLO: All right. Now Fred was another one 

22 

that was on that hit list, Fred Smith? 

23 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

24 

MR. DIPAOLO: Fred Smith was another one. You all 

25 

know who Fred Smith is on the island; right?

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

2 

MR. DIPAOLO: You did say you did a little bit of 

3 

work on him like you knew where his house was. Tell us 

4 

a little bit about that, what you did. 

5 

TOGGIE: What happened with Fred Smith, Fred 

6 

Smith's from Freeport. You understand? 

7 

MR. DIPAOLO: Uh-huh. 

8 

TOGGIE: And it's difficult for us to get to Fred 

9 

Smith. But if we give Nygard penny lies on Fred Smith 

10 

telling him we're gonna kill Fred Smith and everything. 

11 

Because he wanted us to kill Fred Smith. But we tell 

12 

him just so he could give us money, that we're 

13 

following Fred Smith and all that. But Fred Smith's 

14 

hard to catch up with because he ain't from Nassau, 

15 

he's from Freeport, and we didn't know Freeport too 

16 

much like that. 

17 

MR. DIPAOLO: All right. Okay. So you had 

18 

somebody over in Freeport, eyes over there? 

19 

TOGGIE: No, we had someone in Freeport looking 

20 

for him. But he said Fred Smith's hard to catch up 

21 

with. 

22 

MR. DIPAOLO: All right. 

23 

MR. RIVAS: He drives fast? 

24 

TOGGIE: I don't know. All he said, he just tell 

25 

us that Fred Smith's really hard to catch up with. I 
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don't think he's driving. He just can't see him. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Yeah. Okay. 

TOGGIE: I think Fred Smith have a bodyguard. 

MR. MIYAR: Now at one point you guys told us that 
you knew that Fred Smith had a house surrounded by 
water and the best way to get him was through the 
water. Did your people in Freeport tell you that? 

TOGGIE: Someone in Freeport tell Bobo that, yeah. 

MR. DIPAOLO: They told Bobo that? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Said the best way to get to his 
house would be by water? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: So back to the question of motivation. 
Why did Peter Nygard in your opinion and your personal 
experience want Fred Smith killed? 

TOGGIE: He want Fred Smith get killed more than 

Mallis. Fred Smith's the worst one of all. 

MR. DIPAOLO: The worst one of all? 

TOGGIE: Uh-huh. Fred Smith and Louis Bacon is 

the worst of all. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Because he's a pain in his ass? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, he's a pain in his ass. He told us 

if we can get Fred Smith, anything we ask him for he'11 
give us. 
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MR. MIYAR: And when did he tell you that and 
where? 

TOGGIE: He tell us that in Nygard Cay, too. 

MR. MIYAR: At his residence? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: And was anybody else present to hear 

that? 

TOGGIE: Only Leo, Leo Thurston. 

MR. MIYAR: So all this discussion was during one 
discussion that you had with him? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, the first set. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. So Leo overheard this 
discussion as well about Fred? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: Did you guys conduct any surveillances 
like with Pericles regarding Fred Smith? 

TOGGIE: We started but we couldn't find Fred 

Smith because he's from Freeport. So we had someone in 
Freeport looking to see if he could catch up with Fred 
Smith. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Did you ever know of Fred to be over 
in Nassau working as an attorney? Did you ever find 
out that he was ever over there? 

TOGGIE: A couple times Fred Smith been here but 

we'd see him, we'd catch him, we saw him in the papers. 
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He'd be at like a function or something like that. And 
by the time we'd get to see him was the day after when 
he’s in the newspaper. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Right. 

TOGGIE: So we couldn't catch up with us. It's 

hard for us to catch up with him. 

MR. RIVAS: So you'd never seen him in Nassau? 

TOGGIE: No, not face to face. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. And you didn't know he was 
there until afterwards when you saw the paper? 

TOGGIE: Afterwards, yeah. 

MR. DIPAOLO: So he was a little hard to get to? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: And Nygard was going to pay you a 
large sum of money if you were able to get Fred? 

TOGGIE: Trust me. Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: Do you know the amount? 

TOGGIE: No, he never said the amount. He said 

it's a large lump sum. 

MR. MIYAR: Now there was another incident 
involving Fred Smith that you and Bobo were not 
involved in. That was when his car was basically 
attacked? 

TOGGIE: Yeah.

I, Neil Hartnell, of the eastern district of the island of New Providence in the 
Commonwealth of the Bahamas make oath and say as follows: 

1. I depose hereto from my personal knowledge unless otherwise staled, and where 
otherwise stated, I set out the grounds and sources of my information, which I verily 
believe to be true. 

2. 1 am the Business Editor of The Tribune newspaper based in Nassau, The Bahamas, 
1 have been in this role since December 15. 1999. Prior to this 1 was employed at Miller 
Freeman UK. one of the UK's largest trade publishers, as News Editor for its sporting goods 
magazine, SGB UK. As part of my role as Business Editor of The Tribune I have authored 
and edited a large number of articles on a wide variety of newsworthy topics, individuals 
and companies. 

3. Mr Nygard is one of the wealthiest residents of The Bahamas. He is often 
embroiled in controversial litigation involving the Government of The Bahamas, 
currently formed by the Progressive Liberal Party (PLP). According to reports 
attributable to Mr. Nygard he is a significant financial supporter of the PLP Given 
such high profile and the issues in the litigation, Mr Nygard and his activities are 
newsworthy and 1 have edited and authored a number of articles in relation to Mr Nygard. 

Death threat 

4. A message threatening me with physical harm and death was left on my voicemail 
at The Tribune in early 2015. The caller was male and clearly Bahamian. 

5. Thee voicemail has since been deleted but 1 recall that it began with the line: 
"Stop writing s*** about my boss!" 



6. The caller, lacing his message regularly with profanities, threatened to kill me that 
week, claiming he knew the car I drove and where 1 lived. Me said I "lived on Eastern 
Road." 

7. Nothing happened subsequent to the voice mail being left. Both the Tribune's 
Owner. Eileen Carron, and Managing Editor. David Chappell, are aware of the voicemail. 
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Thereupon: 

LIVINGSTON BULLARD 

a witness herein being of lawful age, and being first 
duly sworn in the above cause, testified on his oath 
as follows: 

MR. DIPAOLO: So when we spoke last time you told 
us when you first met Nygard at his home on Lyford Cay 
that one of the first things that he discussed with 
you, the first jobs he wanted you to do, was to burn 
down this girl's business? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. DIPAOLO: That you identified her name as you 
know her as Sam? 

TOGGIE: Sam, yeah.

On Thursday 13 th March 2013 at around 2:01 am while at Police 
Headquarters I received information from PC 3055 Sands c/o Fire 

Control Room of a reported structural fire situated on Wulff Road near 
F.Y.P. 

As a result of information received myself along with the Crew of Delta 
# 18 consisting of CpI 2770 Ambrister, R/Cpl 530 Strachan, PC'S 2658 
Weymms, 3028 Culmer and 3042 Kemp left Police Headquarters and 
proceeded to Wulff Road. We were later joined by the Crew of Delta # 
14 consisting of CpI 653 Smith, PC 1103 Williams and WPC 3030 Dailey. 

At around 2:05 am same date we arrived at the aforementioned 
address and met the reported fire confined to a three (3) room single 
storey stone Structure namely Rapunzel Beauty Supply Store. It was 
noted that the western window of the store was shattered and a seat 
of fire was at (western section of the interior. The Fire Department 
Personnel used forcible entry to the front door to gain access to the 
interior of the structure. The fire was quickly brought under control 
and then extinguished. The aftermath left the building and its contents 
with extensive fire damages. The building is owned by Mr. Anthony 
McKinney c/o of his daughter Ms. Bernadette McKinney D.O.B 
29/11/74 of Sunny Side Sub-Division ph# 424-0421 (cell) and occupied 
by Mr. Pedro Cleare D.O.B 12/11/62 of Bay Geranium and Guinep 
Street Pine wood Gardens ph# 392-2781 (hm), 436-1857 (cell) and Ms. 
Princess Cleare D.O.B 16/1/86 of Blue Hill Heights ph# 429-3493 (cell). 
Insurance coverage on the building is unknown. However the contents 
were not insured 

While on the scene I interviewed Ms. Princess Cleare who indicated 
that she closed her business at around 6:00 pm on Wednesday 12 th 






March 2014. She stated that she couldn't say what might have caused 
the fire. And she was not aware if she had any enemies. 

I also interviewed Mr. Pedro Cleare who indicated that he received 
information that the store was on fire. He proceeded and met the Fire 
Department Personnel already on the scene. He concluded that there 

were surveillance cameras situated on the building and across the 
street. 

According to Ms. Bernadette McKinney who was also interviewed by 
me she received information from someone who at the time wished to 
be anonymous that there was an explosion before the window was - 
shattered. She also pointed out the surveillance cameras what might 
have captured the events prior to the fire. 

The surrounding area was checked and nothing unusual was found. 

It was noted that the adjacent store namely Celebrity Boutique that is 

operated by Mrs. Christine Clare D.O.B 17/1/65 received no fire 
damages. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. Investigations to be continue.

want him to get them. He's trying to stop him from 
getting it. 

MR. RIVAS: Not just slowing them down, not 
getting them at all? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. Period. Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: So what exactly did Mr. Nygard tell 
you and what exactly did he say about Michael Major? 

TOGGIE: He told us to go to Michael Major and 

rough him up. 

So we went and we threatened him. 

MR. RIVAS: How did you track him and where did 
you find him? 

TOGGIE: He worked Administrative Works. 

MR. RIVAS: So you followed him from work? 

TOGGIE: Well, Administrative Works that's where 

the prime minister's office is. 

MR. RIVAS: Okay. 

TOGGIE: And we had a close relationship with the 
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deputy prime minister. 

MR. RIVAS: Okay. 

TOGGIE: So us threatening him was like nothing. 

MR. RIVAS: So you went to his office? 

TOGGIE: We went to his office. 

MR. RIVAS: And you had access because you knew 
the deputy prime minister? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. RIVAS: And you went in his office and how did 
you — 

TOGGIE: We threaten him. Told him — 

MR. RIVAS: How did you threaten him? 

TOGGIE: — leave Peter Nygard's fucking shit 

alone. You understand? 

MR. RIVAS: Uh-huh. 

TOGGIE: Let this man get what he's supposed to 

get. And he told us that he'd get it. He was 
paranoid. He was scared as shit. Yeah. See, because, 
we know he told the deputy prime minister, too. So 
that really make him scared. 

MR. RIVAS: Right. 

TOGGIE: So how we get to know he tell the PS 

that — the DPM, the deputy prime minister's boys has 
been there and threaten him for Mr. Nygard. 

MR. DIPAOLO: And he reported it? 
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TOGGIE: He reported it to the PS who worked in 

Administrative Works. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

MR. MIYAR: And what exactly did you tell him? 

TOGGIE: We tell him, leave Nygard's shit alone, 

stop trying to cause the man fucking things or we'11 
come back making a bigger scene. 

MR. MIYAR: Right. And did someone overturn his 

desk? 

TOGGIE: Huh? 

MR. MIYAR: Did somebody overturn — 

TOGGIE: Oh, yeah. Bobo scared him by overturn 

the desk. 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. So he understood the message? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, he understood the message. 

And Nygard paid us I think $10,000 I think he paid 
us on Michael Major. We told him, said, we lied to him 
and say tell him that we make Michael Major retire. 

MR. DIPAOLO: That took care of that problem; 
right? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. Because he was retiring for June 

so he was thinking just in the terms that we make him 
retire. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

MR. MIYAR: And what did Mr. Nygard pay you for 
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this bodily threat? 

TOGGIE: He paid us $10,000. 

MR. RIVAS: Total? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: And can you explain to us where he 
paid you and with whom? 

TOGGIE: He paid us in front of Leo's Jeep. 

MR. MIYAR: In what car? 

TOGGIE: Leo's Jeep. 

MR. MIYAR: So it wasn't a car? 

TOGGIE: Leo's Jeep. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Leo's Jeep. 

MR. MIYAR: Oh, Leo's Jeep. Excuse me. Was it 
Bahamian or US currency? 

TOGGIE: Bahamian. 

MR. MIYAR: And did he have any words to tell you 
regarding that threat? 

TOGGIE: All he told us, he just told us we do a 

good job because he said the DPM told him said we 
threaten Michael Major. 

MR. MIYAR: So if it was done at his office, were 
there any people that witnessed it? 

TOGGIE: I don't know who witnessed it but I know 

one woman, a woman, tell — we heard through the 
grapevine a woman said we come there and threaten 
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Michael Major. Because before Nygard told us the DPM 
tell us, that's how we get to find out. 

MR. MIYAR: So the woman knew your identities? 
TOGGIE: Yeah, she knew us then. 

MR. MIYAR: And she works there? 

TOGGIE: Yeah, she work there. 

MR. MIYAR: Do you know her name? 

TOGGIE: Oh, I don't know her name. She's a stout 

woman but I don't know her name. 

(Whereupon, the statement was concluded at 5:05 

P.M.)

BOBO: For the record I know him personally.

MR. RIVAS: A sedan car? 

BOBO: Laurel is I think it's a sedan. 

MR. DIPAOLO: A sedan. A car, not a truck? 

BOBO: It's a car. Not a truck. It's a car. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. What color was it; do you 
remember? 

BOBO: I think it was gold or — gold or gray. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Gray? 

BOBO: I think it's gray. 

So then you go to 
his house some point late night, early in the morning?

BOBO: Right. 

MR. DIPAOLO: So people came out? 

BOBO: People came out. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Did you stick around or did you get 
out of there? 

BOBO: We get out of there. What we gonna stick 

around for. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

MR. MIYAR: And where did you buy the gas? 

BOBO: For that? 

MR. MIYAR: For the — 

MR. DIPAOLO: Toggie. 

MR. MIYAR: CB Moss. 

BOBO: I think that we send someone for the gas. 

I"m not sure. 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. And why did you have the guns? 

BOBO: In case anything would occur, we'd see 

them. Either we shoot him up or we burn down the car. 
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MR. MIYAR: Were you going to shoot him? 
BOBO: Me? No. 


MR. MIYAR: Just scare him? 

BOBO: I'm not gonna shoot CB Moss. 

MR. MIYAR: Right. 

BOBO: Seriously. 

MR. RIVAS: And how did you report back to 
Mr. Nygard what had happened? 

BOBO: When I called Nygard, I tell Nygard to 

watch the news. Anything like that just watch the 
news. 

MR. RIVAS: Called him and said, just watch the 

news? 

BOBO: Go watch the news. 

MR. DIPAOLO: And what did Nygard say to you? I 

BOBO: I'm trying to remember if Nygard were in 

town. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Or out of town? 

BOBO: Or out of town. I can't remember that. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. But you report back to him at 
some point, whether he was in town or not, you called 
him and told him to watch the news? 

BOBO: Right. 

MR. DIPAOLO: And then once he realized what you 
were talking about —

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BOBO: He was very pleased. 

MR. DIPAOLO: He was very pleased? 
BOBO: Yeah. 


MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. So he knew that you burned 
down his car? 

BOBO: (Whereupon, Bobo nodded his head.) 

MR. DIPAOLO: So then he paid you? 

BOBO: Yeah. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Do you remember how much? 

BOBO: $10,000. 

MR. DIPAOLO: $10,000 each? 

BOBO: Yeah. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Do you remember where he paid you 
for this one? 

BOBO: I can't remember.

MR. MIYAR: And obviously that came out in the 
papers?

BOBO: Yeah. I don't know if it was each or I 

don't know. I'm not sure if it's each or together. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. Did you ever go back

BOBO: First you develop a relationship with

anything you do.

MR. MIYAR: Uh-huh.

BOBO: In anything you do, you develop a

relationship. Like John. John say, for sake of

discussion. That's his favorite line. Evidence for

whatever. But we say we come to an agreement. You

understand where I'm coming from? After I start j 

11 

talking to Nygard. I'm trying to remember the first

thing we did for Nygard to really gain our trust.

MR. DIPAOLO: So you gained his trust? j 

14 

BOBO: We gained his trust through the march. 

15 

MR. DIPAOLO: Through the march? i 

16 

BOBO: Through the march. He thought we couldn't

pull it off because when Nygard gave it to Toggie and

me, it's a chance he took by doing it. I'm not gonna

give you a couple thousand shirts and huge sums of

money just like that, not knowing you guys. So he

Leo spoke highly about her. And they were very pissed 
about it too because if you tried to hurt Nygard by any 
means like it affects Leo Thurston also. And Leo said 
that Nygard treat her so fucking well and give her 
whatever she wanted, travel around the world and that's 
what she did to return the favor. 

MR. DIPAOLO: So needless to say Nygard was pretty 
pissed at her? 

BOBO: He was pretty pissed.

a witness herein being of lawful age, and being first 
duly sworn in the above cause, testified on his oath 
as follows: 

MR. DIPAOLO: What we spoke to you about before 
was a Michael Major. 

BOBO: Yup. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Explain to me again who Michael 
Major is. 

BOBO: Michael Major is more he works at 

Administrative Works and Urban Development and 
Planning. He's the boss in planning. That's what they 
call it, section head, not the boss, section head in 
Planning. And he deals with more like the layout and 
concerning the land and I think environment and all of 
that. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

BOBO: All that. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. That's who he is. Now 
evidently there was a problem between Michael Major and 
Peter Nygard; correct? 

BOBO: Yeah. 

MR. MIYAR: Can you explain why Nygard wanted him 
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1 

in the office. Because normally what you hear he's in 

2 

a meeting, he's inside his office, he just doesn't want 

3 

to speak to you. We know how the system works. 

4 

MR. DIPAOLO: Right. Right. Do you know of any

time that Nygard, did he ever try to possibly bribe

Michael Major to get his paperwork done?

BOBO: He might have. I don't know any of it.

MR. DIPAOLO: You don't know anything about it?

BOBO: No.

MR. DIPAOLO: As far as bribery you don't know

MR. RIVAS: But back to the visit, the threat

tipping the desk and all that, you get back to

Mr. Nygard, what does he say and what does he pay you? 

15 

BOBO: Nygard say, you really did that? I say. 

16 

yeah. Chief, we really did that. He say — you know 

17 

how he talks. I don't know if you ever met him or 

18 

heard his voice. 

19 

MR. RIVAS: Yes. 

20 

BOBO: But if the deal comes back, you listen, you 

21 

hear it. He say, did you did that for me? I say. 

22 

yeah. Chief. Trust me. Chief, he will be dealing will 

23 

that shortly. Okay. I have a few cookies for you. 

24 

boys. All right. Chief. No problem. The deal will go 

25 

normally. 
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MR. RIVAS: Okay. So he was pleased? 
BOBO: Yeah. 


MR. RIVAS: Surprised? 

BOBO: Yeah. He's very surprised. He give us 

$10,000. He always give us $10,000. 

MR. RIVAS: And did the behavior, did it continue 
or did it stop? 

BOBO: It stopped from the best of my knowledge. 

MR. RIVAS: Yeah. You guys didn't do anything 

else? 

BOBO: No. 

MR. RIVAS: And then? 

BOBO: He never mentioned it anymore after that. 

MR. RIVAS: And he never mentioned it again? 

BOBO: I don't know if the documents went up. 

MR. RIVAS: But he never mentioned it? 

BOBO: No. 

MR. MIYAR: And was there any witnesses when you 
guys did this, any witnesses there that saw you? 

BOBO: Yeah, he has a secretary. When I walked 

past her I can't say too much stuff. 

MR. MIYAR: Right. 

BOBO: When I go over to do something, generally I 

don't talk much. 

MR. MIYAR: Right. The secretary, can you 
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MR. DIPAOLO: It was all something that they did 


on their own? 

TOGGIE: Yeah. 

BOBO: They did on their own. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Ely that brought him in to Nygard 
Cay, did he have anything to do with this drug 
smuggling? 

TOGGIE: No. 

BOBO: No. 

MR. DIPAOLO: It just had to do with these three 

guys? 

BOBO: They're out on bail. 

MR. DIPAOLO: They're out on bail? 

BOBO: Uh-huh. He makes them pay for it. Trust 

me. He's also big. 

MR. LAWSON: All right. 

MR. DIPAOLO: A private van registered to 
resident's head of security was reportedly seen coming 
out of the Lyford Cay gate with drugs allegedly inside. 
Does that make any sense to you? No? 

TOGGIE: (Whereupon, Toggie shook his head.) 

BOBO: (Whereupon, Bobo shook his head.) 

MR. DIPAOLO: All right. So basically these are 
three guys who were arrested for a $600,000 marijuana 
seizure. This guy here, which I'm pointing at is Kurt 
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Moss? 


TOGGIE: Right. 

BOBO: Right.

there but in all your dealings with Peter Nygard did

you ever know him to be involved in marijuana.

smuggling drugs?

BOBO: No. 

10 

MR. DIPAOLO: Of any kind? 

11 

BOBO: No. 

12 

TOGGIE: No. 

13 

MR. DIPAOLO: And this thing specifically, this 

14 

case here with these three guys, you have no personal 

15 

knowledge of them being involved with Nygard over this 

16 

specific deal? 

17 

BOBO: No. 

18 

TOGGIE: No. I think what happened is they might 

19 

have been working at Nygard Cay but hunted down at 

20 

Nygard Cay. You understand? Because at Nygard Cay 

21 

they search. 

22 

BOBO: That might be it. That might be it because 

23 

he worked there as security. But he is dealing drugs. 

24 

He can arrange for them to bring them and then he in 

25 

order to get it out wound up being detected. You 
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MR. DIPAOLO: Do you know anything about this 


marijuana case that they were involved in then? 

TOGGIE: No, I don't know anything about a case. 

BOBO: No, I was more surprised. 

MR. DIPAOLO: When you saw it? 

BOBO: Saw it. 

MR. DIPAOLO: These three guys were involved with 
this supposedly. Put it this way, they were arrested 
for this $600,000 marijuana seizure that you know of? 

BOBO: Right. 

MR. DIPAOLO: So if you see them? 

BOBO: I'll check it out. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Ask him did you bring that through 
Nygard Cay.

BOBO: I know a few brothers of Brave but I don't 

know all their names. 

MR. RIVAS: Don't know their names? 

BOBO: No. 

MR. RIVAS: So you don’t know Don specifically 


BOBO: No. 

MR. RIVAS: How many brothers does he have? 

BOBO: Four. I think there's four. I'm not sure 

MR. RIVAS: Four brothers. You just don't know 
their names? 

TOGGIE: Four of them. 

MR. RIVAS: Do you know of any of his brothers 
that might have — it's just hard to ask that. 

BOBO: Ask the question. 

MR. RIVAS: Yeah. Are you aware of any payments 
by Nygard to any of Brave's brothers? 

BOBO: No. I'm aware of a payment by Shane 

Gibson's brother. 

MR. RIVAS: Shane Gibson's brother? 

BOBO: Gibson's brother. 

MR. RIVAS: Do you know that brother's name? 

TOGGIE: Eric. 


BOBO: Eric Gibson. 
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MR. RIVAS: And he paid Mr. Nygard for what? 
BOBO: It was Mr. Nygard paid him. 

MR. RIVAS: Was paid by Mr. Nygard for what and 


how much? 

BOBO: I know that he bought some devices for us 

before to record you guys. 

MR. RIVAS: Recording? 

BOBO: And Nygard paid him for that because he 

flew in Miami for those. 

MR. RIVAS: Right. 

BOBO: And Nygard paid him for that. How much I 

don't know. 

MR. RIVAS: You don’t know how much he got from 
Mr. Nygard? 

BOBO: No. 

MR. LAWSON: Who is Shane Gibson? 

BOBO: Minister of Labor. 

MR. LAWSON: Who? 

BOBO: Shane is the Minister of Labor. 

MR. RIVAS: Minister of Labor? 

TOGGIE: National Insurance and Labor. 

BOBO: National Insurance and Labor. 

MR. DIPAOLO: And that's who he went through to 
buy the technical equipment that he gave you to record 
us? 
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1 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. And even though LH told 

2 

Nygard that he would kill Bacon for him, do you think 

3 

that he would ever go to Lawrence Harrison to kill 

4 

Bacon? 

5 

BOBO: No. j 

6 

MR. DIPAOLO: Lawrence Harrison is just a big j 

7 

mouth? 

8 

BOBO: Just a big mouth. 

9 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. And you just gave me a 

10 

picture of Lawrence Harrison with this thing you gave 

11 

me? 

12 

BOBO: Yes. 

13 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

14 

BOBO: I just want to say something. I don't care 

15 

if you put it on record. I'm telling you the truth. j 

16 

After I had that meeting with Nygard at Brightley's, I 

17 

think it was the 20th or 22nd, I thought I saw two cars 

18 

following me. Seriously. That's why I was so anxious 

19 

to get here. I don't drive straight. I look out my [ 

20 

mirrors all the time. And I count five, pass five 

21 

turns off. And I turned over, the car turn over again. 

22 

So I go in Bain Town where I'm very secure and I park 

23 ; 

here. When I pull into Bain Town under a tree, it's a 

24 

huge crowd. 

25 

MR. DIPAOLO: Uh-huh. 
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WISLER DAVILMA A/K/A BOBO 


Thereupon: 


a witness herein being of lawful age, and being first 
duly sworn in the above cause, testified on his oath 
as follows: 

MR. DIPAOLO: Like Jorge said we want to go over 
the people that were on the hit list; okay? And the 
first, the one person, the first person we want to talk 
about is Pericles. He was the one that you guys did 
the most work on — 

BOBO: Right. 

MR. DIPAOLO: — as far as following him and 
whatever. So we just want to kind of go over that; 
okay? Why don't you take it, Jorge, go off of that. 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. Bobo, when was the first time 
that Peter Nygard instruct you that he wanted Pericles 
Mallis killed? 

BOBO: I think everything was done at Nygard Cay. 

Let me correct that. If I can remember, everything was 
at Nygard Cay. I can't say — I cannot remember the 
exact date or time but it was on Nygard Cay. 

MR. DIPAOLO: And when he discussed this hit list, 
that was more of a conversation, he didn't write these 
things down? 
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Mallis, me and Toggie. So he told us where his law 
firm were. It was downtown across from the Hilton. 


Once we know where his law firm was, I remember we sent 
a girl inside, we sent a girl inside just to go meet 
with him, have a discussion, everything, describe him 
to us. You know what I mean? And I don't think he was 
there that time but she if I'm correct, and I may be 
off a bit, but anyway we get to meet him. 

But personally we met Pericles a few months or a 
year after face to face. But we saw him. When I say 
face to face, we met him at Davis — at Administrative 
Works, that's Brave Davis' office. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

BOBO: Because he's discussing business. But at 

that time we had saw him. 

MR. DIPAOLO: So you did see him there? 

BOBO: At Administrative Works we saw him. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

BOBO: We talked to him for the first time. But 

he didn't know of us. 

But at his law firm we saw him also. So we 
followed him. We spent the whole day there following 
him. 

MR. DIPAOLO: So you sat outside his law office? 

BOBO: Yeah. 
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MR. DIPAOLO: And then you saw him? 

BOBO: He pulled up in a blue I think it's a 


Suzuki van, like a small car,

BOBO: And his wife was following him. She walks 

around with a little dog. I can't remember what kind 
of dog.

And he walk 
in his office. He only spend half a day there. And I 
think his son wraps up the day and he goes home. He 
lives somewhere in Adelaide Village. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Where? 

BOBO: Adelaide. Adelaide Village. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Adlid? 

BOBO: Adelaide. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. I'm not sure where that is. 

MR. RIVAS: A-D Lid L-I-D. 

BOBO: A-D-D. 


MR. DIPAOLO: A-D-D?

MR. MIYAR: When you said that Nygard wanted you 

2 

to deal with him, what do you mean by that? 

3 

BOBO: Bahamians say deal mean take care of 

4 

business, kill. That's the way Bahamians talk. 

5 

MR. MIYAR: Okay. 

6 

BOBO: Him coming to the Bahamas so he adapt some 

7 

of the language. So if you hear me say deal it mean 

8 

kill or have him, how do you guys say, have him dealt 

9 

with. 

10 

MR. DIPAOLO: Have him dealt with? 

11 

BOBO: Right. 

12 

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. Same thing? 

13 

BOBO: Same thing. 

14 

MR. MIYAR: So Nygard told you where his law j 

15 

office was? 

16 

BOBO: Right. 

17 

MR. MIYAR: You sent a girl to identify him? 

18 

BOBO: Right. 

19 

MR. MIYAR: And when was the first time you 

20 ; 

actually did a surveillance on him to follow him? 

21 : 

BOBO: I can't — I can't remember exact dates.

MR. MIYAR: Was it last year, 2015? 

23 ; 

MR. DIPAOLO: Let's use as a timetable let's use 

24 

the demonstration which was June of 2014. 

25 ; 

BOBO: Right. Let's use that. | 
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him to 


BOBO: His residence? 

MR. MIYAR: Whatever the first thing you did. 

BOBO: I sit and relax. I sit in the car and 

relax. Me and Toggle relax. We followed him. He 
drove west of Cable Beach. And we just scope him out 
like an ordinary person. 

MR. MIYAR: And what was he driving again? 

BOBO: He was driving a regular old car, a blue 

car. 

MR. RIVAS: A Suzuki car?

BOBO: I was gonna off him.

MR. DIPAOLO: Hum? 

13 

BOBO: I was gonna shoot him.

MR. DIPAOLO: You were gonna shoot him. Okay.

MR. MIYAR: So that was the plan, bump him, he j 

16 

gets out, if there is no witnesses you can shoot him?

BOBO: Right.

MR. MIYAR: With what type of guns?

knowledge it was at Nygard Cay. He discussed about

Fred Smith and we were asking him — like he asked us.

you know, are we familiar with Fred Smith. I told him

I heard the name but I'm not familiar with him. 

12 

We did some investigation and found out who Fred 

13 

Smith was, where his law firm, where he lives. 

14 

MR. DIPAOLO: And where did you find out where his

law firm was? 

16 

BOBO: His law firm is in Freeport, Grand Bahama.

MR. DIPAOLO: Okay. 

18 

BOBO: Because we have connected.

MR. DIPAOLO: You have connections there in

Freeport?

BOBO: Right, in Freeport. And we found out his

think it was Mighty who arrange the meeting with John

Bostwick, wanted us to meet with John Bostwick. We

discussed this thing. But me and Toggie had the

heads-up on everything. So Nygard spoke to me and 

6 

Toggie. Mighty is just the spokesperson. 

7 

MR. DIPAOLO: And got you connected with John 

8 

Bostwick? 

9 

BOBO: Right. 

10 

MR. MIYAR: But how did you get the information 

11 

about when Nygard would come in? 

12 

MR. RIVAS: Louis. Louis Bacon. 

13 

MR. MIYAR: Excuse me. Louis Bacon. 

14 

BOBO: When he would come into the Bahamas? 

15 

MR. MIYAR: Yes. 

16 

BOBO: Nygard would say, well, I know that Louis 

17 

Bacon has a property aside of Nygard, first and 

18 

foremost. 

19 

MR. DIPAOLO: Uh-huh. 

20 

BOBO: Right. And I know Nygard tell us how that

Louis Bacon doesn't really come on property when he's 

22 

there but Louis Bacon has a private plane. I've never

seen it. Then me. Mighty, Toggie, John Bostwick,

Michael Pintard, we just start talking about him and we 

25 j 

start asking information on a slip to get more 
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fences it. If I may? 


MR. DIPAOLO: Yeah. Yeah. 

BOBO: I'll draw a sketch for you guys. This is a 

triangle I draw; right — a square box I draw. 

MR. DIPAOLO: Uh-huh. 

BOBO: This whole property is Louis Bacon's 

property.

BOBO: The way Nygard is supposed to come on 

Nygard Cay, which is a helicopter or a boat and land on 
the property.

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At about 9.45am this morning 08/9/15 Clement Chea, who I knew from Kingsway Academy as 
school children came to my office dressed in a polo shirt and jeans and asked to see Mr. Pericles 
Maillis the Senior Partner in the law firm. Mr. Maillis was not here at the time and in fact did 
not get in until noon. 

Because we were friends as children, we spoke as to how things were and he hugged me as we 
have never had any ill will or ill dealings but neither any close social contact since school. When 
he came through the door there were four other young men, black Bahamians from what I could 
see and hear. The four men stayed out in the foyer and he came in to the Secretary’s pool area 
and indicated wanted to talk to me and by sign language that he didn’t want the others to hear. 

I took him just inside of the room occupied by Attorneys Peter Maillis and Pericles Maillis and 
he spoke softly saying he had information for Mr. Maillis in reference to Peter Nygard and Louis 
Bacon, he had an envelope with him from which he pulled a piece of paper that had Nygard 
International across the top with his name on it, he pointed out his name and also the amount of 
$10,000.00 and told me he had been hired to assassinate Louis Bacon and that was a down 
payment. Then he said he had recordings from people in Turks and Caicos saying they had been 
paid off to lie on Louis Bacon and he had all of their bank records showing where they had been 
paid. Then he pulled out tickets showing he had just come back from Canada. He just repeated 
that he wanted to see Mr. Maillis because he had information for him and Mr. Maillis could 
decide what he wanted to do with the information. 


They left and one of the guys that was with him came back and called me by name and said 
Clement wants you to take his cell phone number so you can have Mr. Maillis call him. He gave 
me the number and I wrote it down.

I had Eric fly down 
to Miami to buy them for you for the [inaudible]. 

T: We got to meet the schedule next week. 

PN: Fucking gonna catch those son of a bitches. 

B: So everything gonna be okay chief. ...fuck with you chief.... hey, no, we get your back, we ain’t, 
the DPM ga tell you, we get your back 100%. He ga tell you how we go man. Just how we have 
his back, we got your back, he know how we go. 

PN: Yeah, whatever the back now means is the key issue, you know? I mean we knowe 

B: The back, the property is the main thing, once that sorted out I think everything will be sorted out 
after that. So we gotta put some foot in the PM back for that. 

PN: well there’s 3 things. One issue is the lease, second issue is the work permit that’s in the 
Deputy Prime Minister’s hands he can give that lease a soon as they lift the injunction, injunction is 
a bunch of bullshit. That, that is getting tied up on the ground right now they expect to maybe get

PN: Yeah Bacon threw an injunction against the government

guys, this information through David Davis the PA who was prime minister Christie’s PA, he fired 
him ever since, and he threw in there falsely a statement that said that. He then falsely released 
that to The Tribune who wrote this piece of article shit, you know, and ah, said that that said that is 
what happened. They then went to the Lyford Cay people and said, ‘Lyford Cay people we want 
you to help get an injunction against the government they have been fraudulent and trying to hide 
the fact that they really are plotting, Perry and Nygard to put a Stem Cell Facility at Nygard Cay 
and do you want that? if not please sign here on an injunction, of course they don’t want that and 
of course it’s all fucking fabrication. They then took what Michael Major’s, three-pages out of 
[inaudible] proposal, because always have to be publicly announced and publicly shown exactly 
what was going to build on Nygard Cay. They stole three pages out of there and withheld it, and 
made it seem like we were trying to hide, like the government was trying to hide something, maybe 
in those three pages presumably included the stem cell clinic was at Nygard Cay, that was a 
fucking another farce, you know, and then [inaudible] they threw the injunction against them to

deal...so on the basis of all the Lyford Cay people are saying governments corrupt, Save The Bays 
is saying the governments corrupt, none of those fucking people even want to be part of it 
meanwhile they railroaded those, they hijacked those guys names in there. So it’s a phenomenally 
clever fucking scheme you know to win the next election on the heels of being corrupt and now 
they building a further campaign to try to show that even the prime minister is afraid for his life, you 
know and that Bacon is afraid for his life you know because this Nygard and this environment is so 
fucking corrupt you know and so dangerous to be in, you know, and nobody likes that in a 
Bahamian electorate so it’s a massive fucking campaign so he’s gonna have he’s gonna have 
some other town hall meetings coming up, I dunno if you are familiar with it?

LAWYERS acting for Peter Nygard, the millionaire fashion designer, have denied allegations that he asked a 
group of men to disrupt a Freedom of Information rally ten days ago in downtown Nassau, after which two 
environmental advocates asked for police protection. 

They were responding to a suggestion by Joseph Darville, a director of Save The Bays, that, when confronted, 
some of the men had claimed to have been asked to attend the protest in Charlotte Street on December 7 by 
individuals working for Mr Nygard. 

“Our client did not pay anyone to disrupt the said rally and had nothing to do with the alleged demonstration 
or any threats or intimidation or mischief whatsoever by anyone in the situation outlined in the publication,” a 
letter from the legal firm Evans and Co to The Tribune on Tuesday said.

Mr Darville and fellow director Fred Smith asked for police protection after the rally was disrupted by what 
they said was a group of men, on a flatbed truck blaring music and carrying “menacing and defamatory” 
banners. Mr Smith described the disruption as “disgusting” and that he and Mr Darville now “fear for their 
lives”. 

“A peaceful gathering in support of Freedom of Information was nearly hijacked by a bought and paid-for 
mob sent there to intimidate and cause trouble,” Mr Smith said in a statement. 

“Considering the increasingly sinister tone of their messages, many of us are now very afraid. We call on the 
Commissioner of Police to intervene and protect us before someone gets hurt.” 

A senior police officer turned the protestors away but they returned and Mr Darville confronted them. 
Photographs showed the men wearing shirts and waving placards bearing slogans about Louis Bacon, a 
neighbour with whom Mr Nygard is involved in a long-running dispute. 

Police confirmed that the men had no permit to protest.

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AFFIDAVIT OF ROMAULD 
FERREIRA 


I, ROMAULD FERREIRA, make oath and say as follows that- 

1. I depose hereto from my personal knowledge unless otherwise stated, 
and where otherwise stated, I set out the grounds and sources of my 
information, which I verily believe to be true. 

2. I am an ecologist and a partner at law firm, Ferreira & Company. I 
am also a director and legal counsel to Save the Bays. 

3. I make this statement to describe acts of harassment and 
intimidation which I have been subjected to. 

4. In July 2014, there was an attempt to break into the offices of 
Ferreira & Company. We arrived at work that morning to find that 
the windows at the northeast portion of the building (near the 
stairs) had been smashed open. Upon close inspection, we noticed a 
large rock on the floor of the northeastern office, with shards of glass 
scattered all over the carpet and desk. 
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5. We immediately contacted the Central Police Station and reported 
the attempted break-in. They promised to send a team over to 
investigate and dust for finger prints. The call was made at 8^35 am. 
After several hours had passed without word from the Police, we 
called again. They promised to have the team here at 4-00 pm. The 
team never came! The next day we called again. Promises were 
made, but no one ever showed up! 


6. We kept the rock and shards of glass in place for several days, 
repeatedly calling the police. It was as if they were not concerned 
about our safety and protecting our property. Eventually, in our 
frustration, we repaired the windows and installed a security screen 
over the glass to protect ourselves. 


7. On the 29 th October, 2014 the intruder(s) returned. They stole 
copper fittings from an air conditioning system and attempted to 
gain entrance through our back door. 

8. We again reported the matter to Central Police Station. They 
promised faithfully to send a team to investigate. We followed 
through several times but again no team ever investigated the crime 
scene. We were beginning to notice a pattern. Needless to say, we 
felt abandoned by the Royal Bahamas Police Force and left to fend 
for ourselves. 
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9. In February 2015 when I was in Starbucks in Palmdale, I was 
approached by a man called Ricardo Smith who is a known PLP 
“hatchet man” and consultant for Urban Renewal. Mr Smith 
explicitly threatened my life for making “noise” about the PLP Party 
in the media. Mr Ricardo Smith said words to the effect that: “When 
you criticize and make noise against the PLP we tell you to bring 
cameras. When you continue to make noise against the PLP we tell 
you to bring even more cameras so when we kill you everyone will 
see and know what happens to those who make noise and criticize 
the PLP”. 


10. On 6 March 2015 a heavily tinted red Honda Accord was parked 
across the street from my offices. I associated the vehicle with New 
Providence criminal gangs as I am aware that vehicle was the type 
commonly used by such groups. I was not able to identify the 
occupants of the car, which sat idling for some time before speeding 
away when I approached in my own vehicle. The vehicle did not 
have any licence plates displayed. 


11. On 2 nd April, 2015, there was an incident at my home. Our 
housekeeper had the tires on her car stabbed with an ice-pick or 
screw driver. I insisted that she report the incident, which she did. 
The incident was reported at the Elizabeth Estates Police Station. 
Once again, no one came to investigate! 
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12. We knew at this point we were on our own. As such we installed an 
alarm system at my home and office. Thank God we did so because 
on 2 nd May, 2015, at around 5 am, there was a loud crashing sound at 
my home. An apparent attempt to throw an object against one of 
the doors triggered the alarm system, and obviously deterred the 
assailants. We’ve since installed a surveillance system, but my 
family lives in a perpetual state of fear, without any confidence that 
the Royal Bahamas Police Force will be there when we need them. 

13. On 21 April 2015, I was approached by someone known to me as 
“Duff’ from Elizabeth Estates. He said words to the effect that* 
“Hey Ferreira, I know you from talking about the environment and 
the development at Nygard’s house. I thought you were talking shit 
but I checked it out on the internet and what you saying is we have 
to save it or we will have nothing. He then said in a menacing tone 
“don’t handle Brave Davis’ name with your mouth he is help a lot of 
niggers on the streets. He is our Daddy. When dem niggas was 
plotting to jack you by your office I told them not to kill you. Don’t 
handle Brave Davis’ fucking name.” I took from what he said that 
the previous acts of violence had been as a result of my association 
with Save The Bays. Needless to say the incident left me feeling 
extremely shaken. 


14. Sometime in November 2015 I was physically intimidated by an 
individual named Vivian Whylly, who was lingering in the northwest 
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section of the courtyard in front of my office on the pretext of seeing 


another lawyer in the building. Mr Whylly said words to the effect 
that Mr Peter Nygard really loves black people, because Mr. Nygard 
had invited him to his home to have dinner with him. Mr. Whylly 
also indicated that Mr. Louis Bacon did not like black people because 
Mr. Bacon never invited him to his home. In addition, Mr. Whylly 
also intimated that Mr. Nygard only wants to rebuild his home, 
which was destroyed in the fire. 

15. These events have left my family and myself extremely distressed 
and concerned.

Re : Directors and interested parties of Save The Bays’ complaints against 
perpetrators of Hate Rallies 

We write on behalf of Diane Phillips, Frederick Smith QC, Joseph Darville, 
Francisco “Paco” Nunez, Reverend CB Moss and Louis Bacon 1 in relation to 
the criminal threats, intimidation and harassment they have endured during 
various public protests over the last seven months (“the Hate Rallies”). The 
victims of the Hate Rallies are all Directors of or actively involved with the

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environmental lobbying group, Save The Bays, which seeks to ensure the 
preservation and protection of the Bahamian environment. 2 

It is thought that the genesis of the Hate Rallies lies in opposition to Save 
The Bays campaigning work which has included lawfully highlighting 
environmental abuse. 

While directors and members of Save The Bays welcome reasoned discussions 
in response to the campaigns, the behaviour of the participants at the Hate 
Rallies is criminal and well beyond acceptable limits of freedom of expression. 
In fact, such behavior is likely to incite riot and/or violence. 

The Hate Rallies have caused our clients fear, anxiety and grave distress 
which will continue until they obtain assurance that their safety is not in 
question and they will not be subjected to such abuse in the future. They are 
also in fear of their well-being and safety. As such, they seek confirmation as 
to who is responsible for instigating the Hate Rallies as their anonymous 
nature is, in itself, distressing. 

We are also uncertain whether the perpetrators of these Hate Rallies lawfully 
engaged in the same by obtaining the requisite permits and seek an 
investigation on this point. 

Consequently, we hereby make a formal complaint on behalf of our clients in 
respect of the actions set out below and request that you investigate the 
matters further, deploying appropriate measures against those responsible.

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1. The 14 th July 2014 Protest 


On the 14 th July 2014, a group of persons participated in a protest against 
Louis Bacon, Fred Smith QC and Reverend CB Moss on Bay Street (“the 14 th 
July Protest”). ZNS described the 14 th July Protest to be in support of 
Peter Nygard. During this protest placards were brandished and clothes worn 
by the protestors containing offensive and threatening language. 

For instance signs declared: 

“It’s time to put the trash out Louis KKKBacon ”. 3 


'Louis Bacon is a liar” 


*Save the Bay is a fake cover” 


"Join the Coalition to Banish Bacon ” 


“CB Moss is a liar and a thief f 


“CB Moss is a paid fraud”

his property stating “It's time to put the TRASH out...Louis KKK Bacon...Moore Capital 
Management. ” 
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“Reclaim Pigeon Pea and the Mud Fred Smith ” 


“CB Moss a slave to Bacon” 


Amongst the other claims above, Louis Bacon was accused, with no 
foundation, of having membership in the Klu Klux Klan. 

During an interview with ZNS, Thomas Chea (described as a supporter of Mr. 
Nygard) claimed that the objective of the 14 th July Protest was to defend the 
criticism against Mr. Nygard concerning his controversial development plans 
at his property, Nygard Cay, which Save The Bays has drawn public 
attention to. 

ZNS’ coverage of the 14 th July Protest is contained at Video 1 on the enclosed 
DVD 4 attached hereto at Exhibit 9. 

Separate and apart from the question of whether a permit was obtained for 
the above purpose, the 14 th July Protest was in fact used to viciously attack 
Louis Bacon, Fred Smith and Reverend CB Moss by displaying highly 
offensive placards. 

We refer you to the photographs exhibited hereto at Exhibit 1 which evidence 
the 14 th July Protest.

Several posts on Facebook have alluded to the fact that the participants of 
the 14 th July Protest were paid to attend. 

A posting by Bahamas News Ma Bey indicated as follows> 


“Bahamians turn against their own for the mighty dollar” 

(i Nygard hires 6,000 Bahamians to march the street of Bay Street to say they 
support Nygard and call CB Moss and Frank (sic) Smith devils” 


A copy of the posting is attached hereto at Exhibit 2, 


We also understand from a Facebook post made by Mr. Semper Fidelis, 
attached hereto at Exhibit 3, he was paid $250 to attend and take pictures of 
the event and each of the protestors had been paid $25 to participate. 
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2. The Freedom of Information Street Party on 6 th 

December, 2014 

On the 6 th December 2014, an event was organized by Save The Bays and its 
community partners to raise awareness of its campaign for the passing of a 
Freedom of Information Act in The Bahamas (“the FOIA Event”). Save The 
Bays ensured in advance that an appropriate permit was obtained for the event. 

The day was to be a peaceful occasion where citizens could voice legitimate calls 
for a change in the law. Instead the event was hijacked by a group of aggressive 
protestors’ whose intent was to disrupt the peace and create an intimidating 
atmosphere. 

Based on eye witness accounts, we understand the following to have happened: - 

At about 6:00pm, just before the FOIA Event was about to begin, a group of 
young men on a flatbed truck approached the north entrance of Charlotte Street 
and proceeded towards where the event was taking place. They removed the 
blockades which had been placed (with the permission of the police) to close off 
Charlotte Street and entered the closed street. 

The group was blaring extremely loud music and wearing clothing displaying 
the words “Bacon KKK along with an image of a hooded Ku Klux Klan figure 
and a burning cross. They were loudly denouncing Fred Smith over their 
speaker system on the flatbed truck. They also carried banners which displayed 
hate messages directed at our clients. 
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In particular, the placards stated the following: - 


“Fred Smith is a very dangerous man” 


“Fred Smith is a Haitian Infidel” 


“Who is Diane Phillips?” 


“Bacon KKK” 


Additionally, there was a placard with a picture of Fred Smith, Joseph Darville 
and Diane Phillips that stated “Expatriate or Bahamians” 

Witness accounts disclose that the group was shouting in an aggressive manner 
and was deliberately attempting to incite the crowd. It also appeared to eye 
witnesses that members of the group were intoxicated which made their conduct 
more intimidating. 

The group’s behavior, combined with the offensive messages, not only caused 
our clients to fear for their safety but also the safety of the gathered crowd. 
Assistant Superintendent, Kenrid Neely, identified the security risk posed by 
the group and called for back-up. Police officers attended the scene causing the 
group to retreat from Charlotte Street. 
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However, at approximately 7:00pm the group returned. Joseph Darville, a 
director of Save the Bays and the police were forced to intervene. Only upon the 
threat of arrest by the police did the group begin to disband and leave. It also 
transpired at this point that there was another group, mainly of teenagers and 
children wearing similar clothing to that worn by the main group. They were 
also asked to leave the parade. As they were departing, Diane Phillips heard 
one of them remark “Oh well, we’re still getting paid.” 

We refer you to the pictures attached hereto at Exhibit 4 which evidence the 
events described above. 

We also refer you to the Witness Statements of Joseph Darville, Diane Phillips, 
Romould Ferreira and Francisco Nunez annexed at Exhibit 5.

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3. The Junkanoo Parade on 1 st January 2015 

On 1 st January, 2015, during the New Year’s Day Junkanoo Parade on Bay 
Street, a group wearing clothing and carrying placards which mirrored the same 
abusive and threatening language as that displayed by the groups who 
protested on the 14 th July 2014 and against the FOIA Event also participated in 
the Junkanoo Parade (‘the Junkanoo Parade Protest”). We understand that the 
group did not have the license or authorization to participate in the same. 

One eye witness account described the group as an aggressive group of young 
men holding menacing and defamatory banners. 

The clothing worn by members of the group mimicked the clothing worn by the 
Ku Klux Klan. 

The placards which were carried by the group included, but were not limited to, 
the following statements- 

“Bacon KKK” (with a picture of a burning cross next to the words) 


“The Coalition to Rid the Bahamas of Louis Moore Bacon'* 


“Coalition to Banish Bacon " 


“How does Bacon pull a Judge out of a hat?" 
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“Mr.PMplease relieve us from evil-Louis Bacon” 

“Bacon go Home” 

“Bacon called Bahamian Police “Terrorists”” 

“Will the real Fred Smith please stand up” 

“Fred Smith, the Unknown Entity, if he is a Bahamian he must prove it” 

“The Pillars of Democracy are being completely destroyed by Fred Smith” 

“Will Chief Bald eagle stand up and remove his toupee” 

“The pillars of democracy are being completely destroyed by Fred Smith” 

“Fred Smith Haitian Infidel” 

“Fred Smith a Bahamian or illegal Haitian” 
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“Fred Smith another foreigner in the conspiracy to overthrow the PLP”

We also refer to the pictures and social media postings from various persons on 
Facebook hereto at Exhibit 6 which evidence the events described above. 

As the New Year’s Day Junkanoo Parade is highly publicized, our clients are 
gravely distressed that the group’s protest was seen by many locals and visitors 
to Nassau. They therefore fear the group baseless link of them to the KKK is 
likely to expose them to the risk of racially motivated violence. 

It is telling that news reports referred to this incident as being orchestrated by a 
“ bought and paid for moW . A report on the Tribune website described the event 
as sending a ' clear message of hate, racism, xenophobia and anti-foreign 
mentality (see Exhibit 8.D. 
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4. Breaches of the Penal Code 


The above events represent a sustained assault against our clients over a period 
of seven months. The behaviour evidenced by eye witness accounts, video 
footage and photographs, breaches the Penal Code. 


During each of the above events, the groups of individuals may have gathered 
illegally without license or authority, but certainly with the purpose of 
disturbing the peace. The highly offensive and intimidating references to the 
Ku Klux Klan caused terror to our clients, their colleagues, friends and family 
who fear reprisal attacks on our clients. Moreover, the agitated behaviour of the 
group proved to cause a disturbance in a public place. 


Collectively, the perpetrators exhibited dangerous and criminal behaviour at the 
Hate Rallies. The statements, particularly against Louis Bacon and Mr. Smith 
QC, were also racist. 


It appears that the following provisions in the Penal Code have been breached 
and that all necessary action should be taken to identify and bring to justice 
those individuals who have committed such breaches. 
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(0 Unlawful assembly contrary to section 79 of the Penal Code 

During the Events the groups of more than 3 individuals unlawfully gathered 
with a common purpose to cause persons in the neighbourhood of the assembly 
fear and to disturb the peace and needlessly and without reasonable occasion 
provoke other persons to disturb the peace. 

(ii) Disturbance of lawful assembly contrary to section 421 of the Penal Code 

The group of individuals infiltrated the Events unlawfully and by their actions 
of common assault (by causing our clients to apprehend fear for their physical 
safety) obstructed the assembly of the persons who had gathered lawfully. 


(iii) Causing public terror contrary to section 204 of the Penal Code 

The group’s behaviour during the Events, which were held in a public place, 
caused terror not only our clients, but to many who attended the parade as well 
as to those who were directly mentioned in their banners. We again refer you to 
the video footage, pictures and eye witness accounts which evidence the 
unlawful conduct of the groups of individuals at the Events. 


(iv) Riotous behaviour in a public place contrary to section 206 of the Penal Code 

The behaviour of the groups in a public place was riotous, indecent, disorderly 
and/or insulting. We refer you to the video footage, pictures and eye witness 
accounts above which clearly evidence the unlawful conduct of the groups. 
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(v) Making use of threatening, violent or obscene language contrary to section 
208 of the Penal Code 

It is clear that the groups of individuals used violent, highly abusive, obscene 
insulting and threatening language in a public place. We have set out above 
examples of the language used by them. 

(vi) A person is guilty of libel who, by print, writing, painting, effigy or by any 
means otherwise than solely by gestures, spoken words, or other sounds, 
unlawfully publishes any defamatory matter concerning another person, either 
negligently or with intent to defame that other person contrary to Section 316 of 
the Penal Code 

The messages displayed on placards and clothing were highly insulting, utterly 
baseless and grossly defamatory of our clients. We refer you to evidence annexed 
hereto at Exhibits 4 and 6 which illustrate the menacing and defamatory 
messages displayed at the Events. Examples include, inter alia : “Bacon KKK ” 
and “Fred Smith Haitian Infidel” 

(vii) Conspiracy contrary to section 89 of the Penal Code 

We refer you to the evidence annexed hereto at Exhibits 2 and 3 which clearly 
points to the fact that these sustained attacks against our client were 
orchestrated by persons who paid the groups to attend the Events with the 
purpose of attacking our client and causing a public disturbance. 
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5. Police protection 


The illegal and aggressive Hate Rallies cause our clients to call for police 
protection. Understandably they fear for their safety. The fact that it is not 
confirmed who is instigating and funding the Hate Rallies makes them even 
more disturbing.

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6. Suspected perpetrators 

Desk top research and eye witness accounts have identified that the following 
individuals and organizations were involved in attending or publicizing the 
Hate Rallies and/or may have information as to who is responsible for them. 


1. Mr. Winton Burrows, the proprietor of a video production outfit named 4 
Ways Production. Video evidence posted to youtube by Mr. Burrows 
confirms that he filmed the Junkanoo Parade. 

We refer to Video 3 and Video 4, both filmed by Mr. Burrows of the 
Junkanoo Parade.

2. Mr. Nygard’s public relations spokesperson, Phillipa “Lady” Russell 
orchestrated a similar protest to the Hate Rallies against Bacon on the 7 th 
June, 2013 (‘the Labour Day Rally "A During the Labour Day Rally, 
demonstrators carried similar banners bearing identical offensive 
language to that carried by protesters at the Hate Rallies.

Thousands of Bahamians, visitors and Government dignitaries lined Bays

Complaint against obstructers of Save the 
Bays Freedom of Information Act Block Party 


December 6, 2014 


On Friday, December 6, 2014 at approximately 5:40 PM, during 
the preparation of Save the Bays Freedom of information Act 
Block Party on Charlotte Street (“STB’s Event”), Mr. Romi 
Ferreira, one of our Directors, approached me and reported that a 
flatbed truck with a group of individuals, mostly young men, 
bearing an assortment of musical instruments, amplified by a very 
powerful speaker system were parked almost directly opposite his 
office on East Street, just north of the Central Police Station. 

He further indicated that they were armed with various 
paraphernalia, including placards, which bote the images of Louis 
Bacon, Fred Smith, Diane Phillips and myself, Joseph Darville. 
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Romi indicated that he and Paco Nunez, a reporter for Save the 
Bays, were returning to the area to capture some photographs of 
the flatbed truck and persons aboard it. 

Later that evening, Romi and Paco returned to me and confirmed 
that they had captured photographs of the young men. About, 
one hour later, just before we were about to begin our program of 
speakers and entertainment, I heard and noticed this same 
flatbed that was described to my earlier moving slowly east on 
Bay Street, approaching the north entrance to Charlotte Street. As 
it neared STB’s Event, it slowed to almost a complete stop, 
blaring extremely loud music. Simultaneously, a group of young 
men jumped off the flatbed, bearing placards and musical 
instruments playing and proceeded to move rather aggressively in 
a southerly direction toward our gathering of persons attending 
STB’s Event. 

Fearing that their intention was to disrupt the event, and possibly 
in a violent manner, I, along with Paco and Michael, approached 
the group of about ten to fifteen young men, seemingly led by one 
older gentleman. As I got nearer to them, I noticed that they were 
carrying various placards with the same images reported to me 
earlier by Romi. The placard contained degrading and racist 
statements that included “Bacon is a liar”, “Go home Louis Bacon” 
‘Who is Diane Phillips” and “Bacon is KKK”. There was also a 
placard with a picture of Fred Smith, Diane Phillips and myself 
that said “Expatriate or Bahamian”. 
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I greeted them, and they reacted as if they did not know who I 
was in the least I took one of the placards from the 
demonstrators and pointed to each individual colorfully printed on 
the cardboard, and asked the individuals if they knew any of the 
persons printed thereon. They all admitted that they knew none of 
the persons. Consequently, I pointed to my own picture posted on 
the placards, asked what evil had I done, other than to work on 
behalf of my people to defend their rights. I thereafter indicated 
to them that the other persons whose images they bore were my 
colleagues and persons who dedicated their lives to the wellbeing 
of our beloved Bahamian people. 

The older gentleman, who was obviously the leader, responded 
and indicated that he was from Grand Bahama, knew me well and 
had nothing against me. However, he pointed to Paco, and stated 
“his kind should be out of this country ”. At this point Paco and 
Michael Pintard joined in the conversation with the young men, 
and very quickly, we had established a very cordial relationship 
with them. 

The conversation became very engaging, particularly with a very 
outstanding young man, who introduced himself to us as a 
professional boxer, who I now believe to be Taureano Johnson. 
The young man told us that he had a boxing match later that 
same evening. He also admitted to us that the costs of his 
trainings had been supported funded by Mr. Peter Nygard. He 
asked us what it was that we had against Mr. Nygard. I told him 
very simply that “he operated outside the laws of our country by 
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disregarding the proper procedures for permits to carry out a 
multitude of constructions at Simms Point” (renamed by him as 
Nygard Cay). During this exchange he indicated that he was only 
at STB’s Event on the behest of Mr.Peter Nygard. 

While this episode was going on, a group of police officers, led by 
a superintendent, approached us from the north entrance of 
Charlotte Street. At this time, I was still holding the placard which 
I had requested to hold from one of the demonstrators. The 
superintendent walked straight up to me and asked what was my 
business carrying the placard. Before I had a chance to answer, 
Paco stepped in and informed the officer that I was with Save the 
Bays and had simply asked one of the demonstrators to hold the 
placard for information purposes. At that point the superintendent 
spoke very forcefully to the demonstrators, ordering them to 
disband and informed that if they didn’t he would arrest them all. 
The same older gentleman responded to the superintendent and 
stated that a general invitation had gone out from Save the Bays 
to the public, and that was why they were there. The 
superintendent told him that they were demonstrating against the 
event, and as such should have a permit to do so. He then asked 
for this permit, and the older man confirmed that they had none. 

By this time, a number of the young men had already shed their t- 
shirts bearing the image of Louis Bacon, as well as resting down 
or even hiding their musical instruments. Thereafter, all of them 
disappeared north on Charlotte Street with the officers behind 
them. After that, neither they, nor the flatbed truck reappeared 
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and we continued without interruption our program to a successful 
conclusion.

The following report is based on firsthand knowledge following events 
that I personally witnessed and experienced,. However, I learned 
through a very reliable source that the repercussions could extend far 
beyond what occurred and there were other plans in store, far more 
frightening than what was seen. 

On Friday, December 5, 2014, Save The Bays along with community 
partners and corporate sponsors, planned a block party in support of 
transparency in government, or a Freedom of Information Act. It was 
the second such call to action by the peaceful group known mostly for 
furthering protection of the environment, the first having been held in 
March in Rawson Square with participants who included the Leader of 
the Opposition, the Leader of the DNA, the chairman of the Bahamas 
Chamber of Commerce, Citizens for a Better Bahamas, the Trade Union 
Congress and many religious leaders. I include this information only to 
demonstrate that the event set for Friday, December 5 had broad-based 
support in principle and in no way could be interpreted as an invitation 
to civil disorder or trouble. In fact, among those who had said they were 
participating were Dr. Ranford Patterson, President of the Bahamas 
Christian Council; Rev. CB Moss, Bishop Walter Hanchell and others 
representing various churches or religious affiliations. 
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No one could have guessed that it would turn out to be a catalyst for 
someone with a personal agenda who wanted to use it to disrupt the 
peace and cause threat in order to make the event appear to fail. 

Just before 5:00pm, I parked in a spot off Shirley Street and walked 
toward Charlotte Street which was supposed to have been blocked off at 
3:00pm for the band to set up, but in fact was not closed until 4;00pm, 
causing everything to run behind schedule. So when I saw Paco Nunez 
and Romi Ferreira walking in the opposite direction, heading east, I 
walked through the Royal Victoria parking lot with them, heading 
toward a loud sound something like Junkanoo but not really fully 
rehearsed, mostly a lot of noise. As we came out of the lot and faced the 
Post Office building on East Hill Street, we clearly saw the source of the 
noise, a large flatbed truck with a bunch of guys, most in white t-shirts 
playing a varietjr of drums, etc. The side of the cab of the truck said 
Mustard Seed Trucking. 

It wasn’t the sound that was shocking or the fact that the truck was 
parked clearly across the bus parking lot. It was the signs, hate signs, 
evil signs, large plywood placards, all carefully done professionally with 
just enough casual to give them a bit of amateur feeling as if they 
reflected the feelings of the people. One of the cards bore the words 
“Louis Bacon with KKK\ a reference to a supposed connection to a 
relative long ago and used to stir anger. Another poster insulted Fred 
Smith QC and, another had my picture with the words “Who is Diane 
Phillips?” All spelled correctly, one n in Diane, two 11s in Phillips, which 
never happens so it was obvious that the person who organized all this 
knew me well and I had a pretty good idea who that was. Everything 
about the set-up, the truck, the speakers, the men who smelled of 
alcohol, the signs spoke to an organized attempt to stir, incite or 
inflame anger. I immediately suspected that the men, some on the 
truck, some now climbing or jumping down, had no idea what it was 
really all about. So I pointed to one of the signs with my picture and 
said to two of the men standing together, ‘Hey, that’s me. Anyone want 
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a picture?’ The one guy said to a few gathered, “Hey mon, getya phones . 
Take my picture with the lady. C’mon, chi on.’ 

The large placard with my photo singularly placed was right next to the 
KKK placard. I asked if any of the few men standing right by the 
placard with my picture on it wanted to take a picture or a selfie with 
me and some of them agreed. I did so just to prove to myself that they 
had no idea why they were there. One guy is holding my hand, another 
standing close by, for the picture. I wasn’t any more a racist to them 
than I am in real life. They were hired hands who did not know what 
they were protesting or what cause they were supposedly representing. 

Later they tried to barge onto Charlotte Street from Shirley Street 
despite the fact that the street was blocked off, closed to traffic and 
there were numerous people, tables, a drinks stand and a stage in the 
middle of the street. They jumped off the truck and moved the orange 
cone that symbolized the road was closed and they tried to get that big 
truck through. The police turned them around but it was pretty scary. 

There were also children in the street, including Ta-Da’s nieces. The 
truck was huge, the men were drinking and it was intimidating. When 
they were turned around from that end, they tried to enter from the 
Bay Street side. By this time, several had gotten off the truck and were 
marching up the street with their hate signs. Police came and were very 
helpful, but it took nine of them, I believe, to finally clear the men 
away. I believe at least two of the men dropped their signs. I don’t think 
anyone doubted that they were there because of Peter N3^gard whether 
hired directly or indirectly. 

Meantime, two gentlemen in black jackets appeared at the event. I 
spoke with them and one was named Johnson. They were told to come, 
they said by Nygard. They were on his boxing team and were due to 
fight later that same evening. I did not hear every word as I was a few 
feet away but I saw them confront retired principal Joseph Darville, a 
Save The Bays director, and I saw a pointed finger. I stood behind Joe

and heard him tell them firmly that he was a Bahamian and had every 
right to be where he was and they would never scare him from what he 
believed in. 

All of this might have been just another rude attempt at civil disorder 
and I would have gotten over it taking it for the unfortunate pathetic 
immature thing it was except for one thing - I later was informed by a 
very reliable source whose name I cannot reveal, but who once worked 
on the Nygard property, that he overheard the man himself say he was 
going to “smash Diane Phillips.” Still shaking from the events of the 
past two hours, seeing my photo singled out, the largest reproduction I 
have ever seen, I realized this could be serious. I hardly slept for two 
days, worried about security, and have not been myself since. I want 
this report to be kept as an official record in case anything unwarranted 
happens to me. 

Please note that the Save The Bays event was properly permitted; the 
truck and the interference and the men with drums and placards and 
alcohol-fired up energy were not. 

It is often said that you can never kill an idea. I am repeating that to 
mj'self a lot to maintain strength to continue the important fight for 
good governance, safety on our streets and a protected environment. 
When good, solid citizens are threatened, who is safe? 





Witness Statement of Romauld Ferreira 


In Relation To Events Which Occurred Prior and During the Freedom 
of Information Act, Street Party 5 th December 2014 

December 5, 2014 

On 5th December 2014 at about 5:30pm I left my office with the 
purpose of attending the Save The Bays, Freedom of Information Act, 
Street Party (FOIA - Street Party) on Charlotte Street. Upon exiting 
my office I noticed a flatbed truck camped opposite my office in the 
parking lot of Main Post Office building, immediately north of the 
headquarters of the Royal Bahamas Police Force. There were 
approximately 20 young men on or near the truck. The men were 
drinking alcoholic beverages and smoking. On the bed of the truck 
was a sound system with very large, concert sized speakers powered 
by a small generator. A man was on the microphone speaking 
essentially about crime using very colourful language. In particular I 

remember him saying in a faux Jamaican accent".you take life but 

caan give life, death to all bomberclaat murderers". 

As I crossed the road and got closer to the truck I noticed the men 
were wearing t-shirts which bore the words "Bacon KI<K" along with 
an image of a hooded Ku Klux Klan figure and a burning cross. I took 
this as a reference to Louis Bacon. Some of the young men also held 
banners or placards in their hands, which had messages such as 
"Who is Diane Phillips?" which also bore her image, along with that of 
fellow STB directors Joseph Darville and Fred Smith. Other signs 
referred to Fred Smith as a “very dangerous man” and as a "Haitian 
infidel.” I stopped and engaged some of the young men. They 
thought I was doing an interview for television albeit I never said 
that to them. They explained to me that "Bacon and dem" were 
trying to take Jaws Beach away from the black people and they were 
here to protest and that Bacon was a KKK member who did not like 
black people. Another told me that he was paid to play his conch 
shell horn. 

I then left and made my way towards the FOIA - Street Party. Upon 
my arrival at the street party at about 6:00pm I saw Fellow Directors 
Diane Phillips, Joe Darville and Paco Nunez. I explained to them what 
I just saw and we agreed to return to the parking lot to get a better 
understanding of what was going on.

As we entered into Victoria gardens parking lot we could hear junkanoo 
music blaring. Phillips, Nunez and myself then approached the young 
men and engaged them separately. They repeated the same allegations. 

The driver of the truck who had been simultaneously observing us 
whilst talking on his cell phone, then ordered the men on the back of the 
truck. As the men climbed on the back and the driver in an attempt to 
move from the parking lot quickly released the brakes suddenly causing 
the truck to lunge forward, resulting in some of the young men to losing 
their balance and falling whilst others jumped off the back of the truck. 

1 followed the truck on foot as it proceeded east on East Hill Street, 
north on East Street and west on Shirley Street making its way towards 
the south entrance of Charlotte Street. Intermittently the truck would 
stop and young men would jump off and wave their banners at passing 
traffic and pedestrians whist shouting anti Louis Bacon and Fred Smith 
statements. The young men willing posed for me to take photographs of 
them doing this on using my cell phone. 

When the truck arrived at Charlotte Street, driver of the truck 
attempted to turn north onto Charlotte Street but could not as cones 
and a barricade had been placed across the street to prevent cars traffic 
from entering Charlotte Street from the south. The driver of the truck 
stopped and made a cell phone call. After he was finished talking on the 
cell phone, he instructed a young man to move the barricades, which he 
did. The truck then turned onto the Charlotte Street. At this time I 
noticed a man known to me as Mr. Burrows, exiting the passenger side 
of the truck whilst videotaping the on goings. 

The men appeared more intoxicated and excitable. I became concerned 
that the driver of the truck would careen down Charlotte Street in an 
attempt to intimidate the organisers and the attendees of the FOIA - 
Street Party. I immediately jumped in front of the truck and began 
banging on the hood. I demanded that the driver stop the truck and 
asked repeatedly if they came there to knock me down or knock people 
down. This went on for about 10 minutes.

Eventually, Assistant Superintendent Neely came along side me and 
demanded they move the truck. Thereafter the truck reversed onto to 
Shirley Street and made its way west. 1 then rejoined my fellow 
Directors at the FOIA - Street Party. I explained to them what just 
happened and that I saw the flatbed truck heading west on Shirley 
Street towards the Central Bank of The Bahamas. I remained at the 
FOIA - Street Party until 6:45pm thereafter 1 left to go to another 
function.

Incident that occurred during Save The Bay's 
"Freedom of Information Act Street Party 

December 5, 2014 


As we were setting up for the Save The Bays'- Freedom of Information Street 
Party on Charlotte Street, at around 4.30pm, Keod Smith, who I know to be an 
attorney for Peter Nygard, approached from Shirley Street on his way to Bay 
Street and stopped to speak with myself, Save The Bays (STB) director Sam 
Duncombe and her husband Tony Duncombe. Smith said he was heading to court 
on a private matter, and after exchanging pleasantries, he walked on. 

At around 6:00 pm, just as the street party was getting underway, STB director 
Romi Ferreira arrived and told me that a flatbed truck with a group of men on it 
had camped outside his office on East Street, from where he had just walked. He 
said the men were wearing shirts bearing aggressive messages and carrying 
banners that singled out STB directors. Ferreira said he believed the group had 
plans to descend on our event, as this is not the first time STB has been targeted 
by this kind of aggressive and inflammatory protest. 

I agreed to accompany him to get a better understanding of what was going on. 
As we made our way down Shirley Street towards East Street, we encountered 
another STB director, Diane Phillips, We explained where we were going and 
Phillips said she would join us. 

As we headed up Parliament Street South, we could already hear loud Junkanoo 
music blaring ahead. As we made our way through the Victoria Gardens parking 
lot, the flatbed truck came into view. It was mounted with large, industrial 
speakers, a sound system and was surrounded by about 20 men holding banners. 
Some of them stood atop the flatbed, among the speakers and sound equipment. 
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The gathering was taking place in the parking lot on the corner of East Street and 
East Hill Street, situated between the eastern side of the main post office and the 
northern boundary of Police Headquarters. As Ferreira had indicated, this was 
directly across from his office and in my opinion an obvious attempt to intimidate 
an STB director. Ferreira said similar demonstrations had taken place there in the 
past. 

Ferreira, Phillips and myself crossed East Hill Street and engaged with the group 
of men. They seemed happy to allow us to take photos of their t-shirts, which 
bore the words ''Bacon KKK" along with an image of a hooded Ku Klux Klan figure 
and a burning cross. I took this as a reference too often repeated and entirely 
false allegation by associates of Peter Nygard that Louis Bacon is the descendent 
of a member of the Klan. 

The men were not hostile to us, but when asked to explain the purpose of their 
protest and the messages on their shirts and banners, expressed total ignorance. 
They certainly did not seem to harbor the concerns reflected in the messages; one 
posed with Diane Phillips while holding a sign that said "Who is Diane Phillips?" 
which bore her image, along with that of fellow STB directors Joseph Darville and 
Fred Smith. Other signs referred to Fred Smith as a "very dangerous man" and as 
a "Haitian infidel." It is my opinion these men had nothing whatsoever to do with 
the construction of the signs they carried that day. 

After being called, I believe by the driver, the men all climbed onto the flatbed 
before the truck headed down East Street towards Shirley Street. There was a 
minor incident as the vehicle sought to exit the parking lot, when the driver had 
to break somewhat suddenly and several of the men fell over. Some jumped off 
the flatbed to avoid toppling off. Several gave the impression of being at least 
slightly intoxicated. 

Diane Phillips and I headed back to the event by the route we came, while 
Ferreira followed the truck, continuing to take pictures. 

Earlier in the day, with the permission of police, the staff at Van Breugels, a co¬ 
host of the event, had blocked off the south end of Charlotte Street with traffic 
cones, and our event made it impossible for vehicles to traverse the street. The 
street was officially closed. 
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About half an hour after I returned to the event I spoke with Ferreira, who told 
me that the truck had headed west on Shirley Street, and that the men were in 
the process of removing the police sanctioned barriers. I looked in that direction 
and saw the vehicle heading down Charlotte Street towards us, surrounded by 
the men, whose level of excitement and agitation seemed to be greatly 
heightened compared with our earlier encounter. Although I was too far away to 
discern what they were shouting, their tone of voice was strident and in some 
cases aggressive. 

I considered their actions to be an unwarranted provocation in the midst of a 
peaceful event open to the public. Their decision to force their way down a closed 
street, coupled with the hostile messages on their signs and shirts, made me 
concerned for the safety of our attendees. I therefore turned to Assistant 
Superintendent Kenrid Neely, who happened to be nearby, and explained that a 
group of men who appeared intent on protesting our event had breached the 
barrier and were headed in our direction. 

Assistant Superintendent Neely agreed that this was a security risk, and called for 
backup. He and another officer headed up towards the southern entrance of 
Charlotte Street. I followed at a distance and saw him remonstrating with the 
protesters, although I did not hear what he said. 

Soon after, the men began to retreat and the flatbed truck reversed out of the 
street. The police barrier was reestablished. 

Assistant Superintendent Neely then told me that he felt more police action may 
be required, as the men had no license to hold a demonstration. He said that he 
believed they would come around to the Bay Street side of the closed street, and 
attempt to approach again; a suspicion which turned out to be accurate. Neely 
said he would station two cars on the Bay Street side, as he "may want to arrest" 
some of the men. He did not say whether this was as a result of their behavior, 
words, or because they were already known to police, as has been the case in 
other similar protests which I have witnessed, where the crowd appears to have 
been hired. 
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At about 7:00pm, the protesters returned on foot, this time walking from Bay 
Street on the northern end of Charlotte Street. When they came close to the 
booths erected for the event, STB director Joseph Darville approached them, 
telling the young men that they had been misled. Pointing to his own face on one 
of their banners which questioned his nationality, Darville told them they could 
not possibly know what STB stands for if they were willing to protest against it. 
Several of the men grudgingly acknowledged that they did not know the purpose 
of their protest. Many dropped their signs and began to retreat. 

A team of police officers escorted several who were more insistent from the area. 
In particular, one tall man wearing a white collared shirt, who claimed he was 
from Grand Bahama, continued to insist that as the meeting was open to the 
public, they had a right to enter with their banners. The police explained that they 
were engaged in a protest for which they had no permit and that their presence 
had an intimidating effect on attendees who came in good will. 

The man was eventually persuaded to leave with the threat of incarceration. 

At that point, I noticed a group of very young protesters, ages approximately 13- 
16, who had been left behind by their adult fellows in the confusion. They were 
standing in the alcove at the entrance of Coin of the Realm. The boys were all 
carrying large horns and tubas, and appeared to be part of a Junkanoo troop of 
some sort. 

As they did not seem hostile, but rather bewildered, I approached and explained 
that police had removed the other protesters, and offered to walk them out of 
Charlotte Street so they wouldn't encounter any trouble from officers, who might 
not realize the boys had been left behind and might assume they had disobeyed 
the initial order to leave the street. The boys were easily identifiable, as they were 
also wearing "Bacon KKK" with burning crosses. 

As we walked, I asked the boys how they came to be involved in the protest. As 
they all declined to answer, I advised them in a friendly tone that they shouldn't 
allow anyone to use them in such a manner. They still said nothing, but as we 
approached Bay Street, one turned to the others and said "Oh well, we still 
getting paid!" before they all ran off. 
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When I returned to the alcove at the entrance of Coin of the Realm, I saw Joseph 
Darville conversing with two men in matching jumpsuits bearing some sort of 
sports or team emblem. Joseph introduced me to Taureano Johnson, whom he 
said was a noted boxer. The other man appeared to be his trainer. 

Darville asked if it was true that Johnson had a fight that night, and the young 
man confirmed. When asked what he was doing there so soon before a fight, 
Johnson admitted he had been asked to be there with the protesters, but that 
having now listened to what Darville had to say, he didn't think he could oppose 
what STB stands for. Darville told Taureano Johnson that he believed that he was 
sponsored by Peter Nygard. Mr. Johnson did not deny this suggestion.

LAST week’s controver¬ 
sial protest against Grand 
Bahama Human Rights 
Association president Fred. 
Smith and conservation* 
ist Louts Bacon is “under 
investigation" by govern¬ 
ment officials. Minister of 
Youth, Sports and Culture 
Dr Danny Johnson said 
yesterday. 

An anonymous group 
donned hats similar to those 
worn by Ku Klux Klan 
(KKK) members and pa¬ 
raded in protest against Mr 
Smith and Mr Bacon near 
the end of the New Year’s 
Day Junkanoo Parade. 

A subsequent video of the 
protest went viral on social 
media, leading some Baha¬ 
mian residents to say how 
“ashamed’’ they were to be 
Bahamian- 

Two days later, Mr Smith 
responded to the protest, 
calling on the government 
to pass a Human Rights Act 
and also make it an offence 
to “abuse, people hatefully in 
public". 

Dr Johnson said govern¬ 
ment officials were review¬ 
ing the matter “with the ap¬ 
propriate agencies’" to see 
if “people wearing Ku Klux 
Klan type uniforms should. 


have been’allowed on that 
parade, 1 ’ 

He also said the protest 
was in “extremely poor 
taste” and “is something that 
(the country) will not see 
again 1 *, 

“We will have no tolerance 
for that kind of hate speech, 
acts of hatred in this country, 
and that is why if is under in¬ 
vestigation as we ; speak,” he 
told The Tribune. 

“Itis not endorsed bv any¬ 
one in this government or any 
agency of the government, or 
any cultural, entity that we re 
involved In. 

“It’s very important for 
people to look at how for 
we’ve come and maybe this 
(upcoming) week of Majority 
Rule is a good time to reflect 
on that and look for the bal¬ 
ance that young Bahamians, 
all like minded Bahamians, 
all people who love the Ba¬ 
hamas want to see.” 

During the parade, an un¬ 
known group, armed with 
placards and donning KKK- 
like hoods, marched In pro¬ 
test against Mr Smith and Mr 
Bacon. One placard called 
Mr Smith a “Haitian infidel, 1 ' 
while another read; “Is Fred 
Smith a Bahamian or an ille¬ 
gal Haitian?” 

Another person was seen 
carrying a placard saying 
“Fred Smith, another for¬ 
eigner in the conspiracy to 


overthrow the PLP.” 

Another read “Skin Coa¬ 
lition to Banish Bacon.” On 
the other side of that placard, 
a picture of a burning cross 
could be seen, with text be¬ 
neath it reading ’’Bacon is 
KKK* 

One Facebook user, in re¬ 
sponse to the video, said; “As 
a white Bahamian, I am dis¬ 
gusted that this is okay in the 
eyes of the black population 
and it is another nail in the 
coffin for me and my family 
to leave because it show's no 
balance and no equality for 
the white population. 

“If the white population 
ever had to display such 
a nasty protest, what an. 
uproar we would have. It 
shows the divide between 
black and white (people) 
which shows no respect for 
the white Bahamians unless 
black Bahamians stand up 
to stop foolish and disgust¬ 
ing behaviour which this 
Junkanoo group displayed. 
1 am ashamed to be Baha¬ 
mian.” 

Responding to the pro¬ 
test, Mr Smith called it a 
“national disgrace” that 
sends a “clear message of 
hate, racism, xenophobia 
and anti-foreign mentality 
to the world”. 

He also said he would be 
making a complaint to Po¬ 
lice Commissioner Ellison 


Greenslade because he is in 
‘Tear for (his) personal safe¬ 
ty.”^ 

When questioned yester¬ 
day on the matter and Mr 
Smith’s subsequent appeals 
to the government, Mr John¬ 
son said he was “saddened to 
see someone’s protest that 
could have gone too far”. 

“I did notice a form of pro¬ 
test that may have crossed the 
line, would be the best way 
to say it* he said. “We have 
that under review now. We

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JUNKANOO CORPORATION TO INVESTIGATE GROUP IN KKK HOODS

JUNKANOO Corpora¬ 
tion of the Bahamas chair¬ 
man SUbert Ferguson 
pledged yesterday to invest 
tigate the appearance of an 
anonymous group donning, 
hats similar to those worn by 
Kiu Klux Klan members in 
protest against lawyer Fred 
Smith and billionaire conser¬ 
vationist Louis Bacon during 
the New Year's Day Junka- 
noo Parade, 

Mr Ferguson said he had 
no idea the. group had ap¬ 
peared on Bay - Street until 


he was told of the news hours 
later, adding that the JCNP 
did not sanction the groups 
performance and has little 
authority to ensure that it 
doesn’t happen. 

He added that his team 
•will view tapes of the pa¬ 
rade and make a decision as 
to how such future incidents 
could be prevented. 

“People hide their para¬ 
phernalia and get in/’ he 
said, “Parades are free spir¬ 
ited; People, have social mes¬ 
sages they could bring on the 
parade and it’s not a problem, 
but if it’s going to be messing 
with someone then that’s a 
problem and it appears this 


group was hidden until they 
got to Rawson’s Square,” 

He continued! “Every¬ 
thing that happens that has 
a negative tone, we have to 
make immediate adjust¬ 
ments to prevent it. When 
mistakes are made we have 
to jearn from them. I don’t 
want someone to take a so¬ 
cial site and do this kind 
of stuff; If you are talking 
about AIDS or whether we 
should have hanging I could 
live with that; but the kind 
of social messages people 
are complaining about are 
ones we don’t need. Louis 
Bacon mV do Junkanoo 
nothing.” 


Last week, Mr Smith, the

Police charge QC with ‘causing harm’

Fred Smith, QC, yesterday revealed that he was charged by 
police with causing harm to another man and said he is 
expected to be formally arraigned in a magistrate’s court on 
Friday. 

Smith, who was released on his own recognizance, said he had 
no idea that charges had been filed against him, adding that he 
was shocked when officers informed him of the accusations 
yesterday. 

Smith was charged at the Cable Beach Police Station shortly 
before 1 p.m. 

The charge stems from an "incident" at Jaws Beach in April, he 
said. 

Smith’s alleged victim, whose name is being withheld, claimed in 
a sworn affidavit that Smith knocked him down on April 25. 

Smith spoke to The Nassau Guardian at the Cable Beach Police 
Station shortly after he was charged. 

“Regrettably, I have been charged with causing harm,”?he said. 

“I say regrettably because I regard myself as being a victim of an 
attack at Jaws Beach and it certainly seems very odd that I 
should be the subject of an arrest charge and prosecution at the courts. 

“So I regard this as a grave injustice and obviously we have to fight the accusations that are being leveled against me in 
the courts.” 

Asked about the incident at Jaw Beach, Smith said he did not want to talk about the specifics of the case before the 
matter is heard in court. 

Smith said police called him a few days ago and asked him to come in to the station. 

He said he was under the impression that he was being called in to discuss the charges that he filed against his “attack." 

“I was requested by the police to come in a few days ago and made arrangements to travel from Freeport where I live,” 
Smith said. “I was not told why I had to come. I thought it had something to do with continuing to provide information about 
what had happened to me.” 

Smith said the charge could hurt his reputation. 

"These kinds of things have very huge personal repercussions and it is unfortunate,” he said. 

Smith said he intends to plead not guilty on Friday. 

Smith is represented by attorney J. Henry Bostwick, who accompanied him to the police station yesterday. 

Smith said he and Bostwick will begin preparing for the trial following the arraignment.

As you review the complaint which was formally delivered to the Commissioner of Police on February 
27, 2015, please note that there are several hyperlinks to images and recordings that we fully believe to 
be in violation of the Penal Code.

with Acting Deputy Commissioner of Police, Stephen Seymour where 
they provided him with an oral account of the Hate Rallies and the fear 
and anxiety they now live with as a result of the same.

Commissioner’s undertaking to take action against public verbal abuse

The lack of response to the Complaint is particularly shocking since, 
you have in the j past given an undertaking to take action against 
perpetrators involved in similar matters to that faced by the Victims.

Such undertaking is documented in an article entitled “ Warning Over 
Use of Social Medid’ published in the Tribune on 5 th April, 2013 (copy 
enclosed). In the article, you stated that “ technology should be use for 
positive reasons, not to malign persons character. 

You went on to make a plea to victims to report matters involving such 
abuse to law enforcement or to you personally, if they were of the view 
that an investigation was not progressing quickly. Further, you 
personally undertook to take actions against perpetrators in such 
matters and stated your intent as follows:-

.“ I demonstrate by action, how serious I am about 

that. Iam prepared to speak to it again and again, until the 
message is clear. If you post on Facebook or any other social 
media anything that is contrary to law, that is obscene or 
indecent and it infringes upon the rights of any other citizen, 
this commissioner of the RBPF-I daresay all of us in public 
safety - are going to take action because we have a problem 
with that.

Consistent with lyour undertaking, we have seen Rodney Moncur 
arrested and charged with “ committing a grossly indecent act' for 
posting a picture of a man who died in police custody on his face book 
page. A copy of an Article entitled “ Rodney Moncur charged in Court 
over Facebook Pictures”also published in the Tribune on 5 th April, 2013 
evidencing Mr. Moncur’s arrest and charge is enclosed. 

Additionally, in or about December 2014, following the private 
exploitation of rising singing star, Angelique Sabrina, she was publicly 
bullied by numerous persons on social media by the posting of various 
obscene and degrading comments. We understand that law 
enforcement intervened and assisted her by investigating those who 
were behind the bullying issued warnings to the perpetrators of the 
same. As a result, it appears that the majority of the personal attacks 
on Angelique Sabrina have been removed from social media. 

Based on the foregoing, it would appear as if law enforcement has in 
fact taken action against those who publicly bully, defame, and verbally 
attack others. Unfortunately, despite the various attacks on the 
Victims and the large number of persons who have witnessed such 
attacks and/or may have been influenced by the same, it would appear 
as if law enforcement has taken a different approach in this matter 
from other recent cases and that which you expressed in your interview 
with the Tribune of 5 th April, 2013.

The Victims continue to live in fear 

As far as the Victims are aware, the perpetrators of the Hate Rallies are 
still at large and at minimum, there has not even been an investigation 
as to who are responsible for instigating the same.

As a result, of the Victims uncertainty of the identity of the perpetrators 
of the Hate Rallies and the influence their xenophobic, hate speech 
messages have had on other members of society, the Victims continue to 
fear the escalation of the Hate Rallies and/or being the target of racially 
motivated crimes. They live with constantly having to look over their 
shoulders. 

Prime Minister Christie is threatened

As you know, Prime Minister Christie was recently threatened as a 
result of opposition to his public opinion.

The threats to Prime Minister Christie was reported in a Tribune 
Article published on 12 th March, 2015 entitled “Extra Protection for 
PM After Threats , (copy enclosed). In the article, Prime Minister 
Christie admitted he had received violent threats which led to him 
having to increase security. 

Prime Minister Christie also acknowledged the risk of violence against 
those who express public opinion that are opposed by others. He stated 
as follows-• 

“We have to be careful as leaders when we create public 
opinion that is interpreted by our supporters who might not 
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be as disciplined as us. That interpretation could manifest 
itself in violence being inflicted”. 

Prime Minister Christie’s comments have intensified the Victims’ fear 
that until appropriate measures are taken against the perpetrators of 
the Hate Rallies they are endanger of being continually defamed, 
threatened or even worse, targets of physical violence! 


Save The Bays’ members call for protection 

Unfortunately, unlike Prime Minister Christie, who has access to 
continued protection, the Victims have not been offered any assistance 
or protection from law enforcement nor have they even received 

co nfir mation that-the Hate Rallies are being investigated.

Consequently, thb Victims in an article dated 16 th March, 2015 entitled 
“Fred Smith QC- Christie not the only one living in fear” published on 
bahamasweekly.com (copy enclosed), Fred Smith, Chairman of Save the 
Bays, was forced to resort to making a public plea on behalf of the 
Victims to Prime Minister Christie for his assistance in ending the Hate 
Rallies and protecting the Victims from potential violence. 

Mr. Smith called on Prime Minister Christie to see to it that the Hate 
Rallies are investigated and the perpetrators of the same are punished. 
He also asked Prime Minister Christie to ensure that members of Save 
The Bays “ enjoy the same level of safety, security and peace of mind 
that he, his colleagues in Parliament and indeed any other member of 
this society deserves to enjoy”. 
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The Victims again call for an investigation of the Hate Rallies 



Despite lodging the Complaint and making a public plea to Prime 
Minister Christie, requesting an investigation of the Hate Rallies, as far 
as the Victims are aware, there has yet to be an investigation of the 
same. 

Unfortunately, until there is an investigation and the appropriate 
measures taken jagainst the perpetrators of the Hate Rallies, the 
Victims continue do live with fear and anxiety of being the target of 
continued attacks or racially motivated violence. 

There appears to be a growing culture in The Bahamas of persons 
terrorizing, threatening and/or inflicting violence on those who hold 
public opinion that may differ from theirs. The Prime Minister has 
acknowledged this growing culture. As this sort of behaviour threatens 
the fabric of democracy upon which The Bahamas was built, a message 
needs to be sent, in our view that such behaviour will not be accepted in 
a democracy like ours. 

In the circumstances, we again request that you undertake a full 
investigation of the Hate Rallies and take the appropriate measures 
against those responsible.

We write on behalf of Diane Phillips, Frederick Smith QC, Joseph 
Darville, Francisco “Paco” Nunez, Reverend CB Moss and Louis Bacon 
(“the Victims”) in relation to the criminal threats, intimidation and 
harassment they have endured during various public protests over 
the past year (“the Hate Rallies”). 


On February 27, 2015, a complaint was lodged to yourself against the 
perpetrators of the Hate Rallies. The Complaint contained a thorough 
dossier detailing a trend of increasingly aggressive demonstrations of 
hate speech and defamatory and threatening verbal attacks against the

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Victims. The Complaint also contained videos and photographs 
evidencing the same. 

On March 25, 2015 (in or about a month after lodging the Complaint 
and not receiving a response), some of the Victims 1 subsequently met 
with Acting Deputy Commissioner of Police, Stephen Seymour where 
they provided him with an oral account of the Hate Rallies and the fear 
and anxiety they live with as a result of the same. 

The Victims confirmed that they required police investigation and police 
action. Acting Deputy Commissioner Seymour confirmed the Complaint 
was under investigation and that he would revert to the Victims in due 
course. 

A letter dated March 26, 2015, from Diane Phillips to Acting Deputy 
Commissioner Seymour confirms the meeting. 

Surprisingly, the Victims have not heard anything further from Acting 
Deputy Commissioner Seymour on the status of the investigation. 

On May 5, 2015, we again wrote to you and followed up on the status of 
the police investigation. 

In or around the same time, one of the Victims, Diane Phillips also 
personally spoke with you concerning the Hate Rallies and pleaded for 
police investigation and action. We are told by Ms. Phillips that you 
indicated to her that the Complaint had been turned over to in house

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Counsel for consideration. However, to date we have yet to receive a 
formal response to the Complaint. 

It has been over a year since the Hate Rallies began and as the Victims 
feared, the perpetrators of the Hate Rallies have continued to harass 
and intimidate them. 

Most recently, on June 19, 2015, in the front of the Supreme Court, 
following court proceedings involving Peter Nygard and Save the Bays, 
a group of persons participated in a protest against Louis Bacon (“the 
June 19 Protest”). The protesters carried placards that displayed hate 
messages directed at him. 

For instance, the placards stated the following:- 

“Leave the man alone Mr. Bacon” 

“Mr. Bacon please go, go, go far” 

“Mr. Bacon fake & a liar” 

“Mr. Bacon is a racist” 

Louis Bacon not wanted in the Bahamas. 

Some of the protesters also carried blow horns and shouted the hateful 
messages contained on the placards. 
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Photographs and videos evidencing the June 19 Protest are enclosed 
hereto at Exhibit 1 . 

You would note that the Hate Rallies have intensified and the 
perpetrators of the same have further demonstrated their lack of regard 
for the law by having the audacity to harass and intimidate one of the 
Victims in the front of a Court of Law. 


The perpetrators of the Hate Rallies have no respect for the law and we 
believe their continued activities are a consequence of the lack of 
response to them. 

The Victims are concerned that if action is not taken against the 
perpetrators of the Hate Rallies, their actions towards the Victims may 
spiral into physical violence or incite others to resort to the same. 

Each of the Victims of the Hate Rallies continues to feel threatened and 
is in urgent need of protection. In addition to myself, those persons 
include: 

1. Rev. C.B. Moss, Pastor, Mount Olive Baptist Church and founder 
of Bahamas Against Crime; 

2. Joseph Darville, retired Principal; past President of the Bahamas 
Counselors' Association; past President of the Bahamas Mental 
Health Association and the Grand Bahama Mental Health 
Association; current Co-Chairman of the Bahamas National Drug 
Council; founding member of the Caribbean Human Rights 
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Network; past Vice President of the Caribbean Federation of 
Mental Health; Chairman of Operation Hopei Administrative Vice 
President of the Freeport YMCAi 

3. Paco Nunez, immediate past News Editor, The Tribune; award¬ 
winning journalist; alumni of the U.S. State Department 
International Visitor Leadership Program; 


4. Diane Phillips, Public Relations Executive, Guardian Talk Radio 
show co-host; founding and charter member Safe Bahamas, 
member Historic Bahamas Foundation Council, recipient of 
Bahamas Chamber of Commerce Chairman’s Award for Service to 
the Business Community; and 

5. Louis Moore Bacon, renowned Businessman, Conservationist, 
winner of numerous global awards including the National 
Audubon Society Medal for Conservation. 

As can be seen from the above, the Victims, have and continue to make 
positive contributions to The Bahamas. It is an utter tragedy that the 
Royal Bahamas Police Force (“RBPF”) has failed to take action while 
the Victims are force to live in fear in the country they call home and 
have contributed much too. Consequently, we look to you, as many do, 
no doubt, for a proper investigation of the Hate Rallies, followed by the 
appropriate action against the perpetrators of the same, so that finally, 
this travesty will be brought to an end. 
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On a personal note, during your irreproachable stint in command of the 
RBPF in Grand Bahama, I came to know you as a fair, upstanding and 
progressive Officer, not to mention a courageous and honorable 
individual for whom I have the greatest respect. 

For these reasons, and as we continue to live in fear, we find the 
continued silence from the RBPF you command to be extremely 
distressing and disconcerting. 

This distress has been exacerbated following the revelation that 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and Immigration Fred Mitchell has caused a 
peaceful information sharing meeting on August 8, 2015 to be placed 
under active police investigation. 

We sincerely hope that the comparative treatment of these two matters 
does not give rise to the impression that in The Bahamas, criminal 
complaints by community activists and human rights defenders are 
either disregarded or deprioritized, while complaints against them are 
pursued with rigor and expedition. 

After all, the community meeting in question occurred only days ago 
and by the minister’s own admission was “not criminal”. By contrast, 
the Hate Rallies started over a year ago and are and immeasurably 
more consequential in nature, encompassing, we believe, several 
violations of the Penal Code and more generally posing a threat to the 
rule of law if allowed to stand as an example. 
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Certainly, it would be most unfortunate for the impression to arise that 

the wheels of justice turn faster for those in positions of power and 
influence than they do for the average Bahamian. 


We, therefore respectfully, but in the strongest of terms, request an 
immediate meeting with you, to discuss the Complaint and the progress 
of the investigation. The Victims also plead to you for fair treatment 
and recognition of their right to feel safe and protected by law 
enforcement. 

I will make myself available at your convenience. Thank you for your 
urgent attention to this most serious matter.

My name is Frederick Smith. I am a counsel and attorney and a 
Queen’s Counsel of the Commonwealth of The Bahamas. I reside at Lot 
9, Tract L Fortune Bay, Freeport, Grand Bahama. I am 56 years of age 
born on September 25, 1956 and I am a Bahamian citizen. 

On Thursday April 25, 2013, as part of my responsibilities as a counsel 
and attorney and a director of the Coalition to Protect Clifton Bay, and 
continuing my enquiries preparatory to legal action, I visited Jaws 
Beach at the Clifton Heritage site just to the west of Lyford Cay, New 
Providence. 

On visiting Jaws Beach at about 1.15 pm, I observed approximately five 
to seven men milling about and involved in construction of a new dock 


l 



at Jaws Beach. In addition, there was a tractor/backhoe in operation 
which was in the process of moving large boulders and placing them on 
the western side of what appeared to be the remnants of a concrete 
ramp between the canal, dock and the rocks. 

As I was taking pictures there was banter between the construction 
workers and myself. 

I went to the dock, put the camera down, introduced myself and started 
having sensible discussions with a number of the workers. I explained 
the work of the Coalition and they also shared with me some of their 
concerns. 

I noticed the t'shirts which they were wearing. 

The front of the t-shirt proclaimed “RE NEGOTIATE”; and underneath 
“Clifton is Ours; Don’t Mess With Us”. 

On the back of the t-shirt, it says “We won’t let LOUIS BACON AND 
HIS UNRIGHTEOUS COHORTS, ROB, LIE, TRICK OR BRIBE US OF 
OUR INHERITANCE; RE NEGOTIATE”. 

The exchanges which we had were reasonable and sensible and I asked 
them to explain to me their various concerns. They were particularly 
concerned about the creation of a marine park which would prevent 
them from fishing in Clifton Bay. I said that I understood that was a 
reasonable concern. I expressed that this was a reasonable issue to be 
addressed in discussions about creating a marine park. 

In the course of our conversations, they seemed convinced that Mr. 
Louis Bacon was intent on taking land away from the Bahamian people, 
that they were fighting for their rights to have access to the bay, 
likewise Jaws Beach, their right to launch boats and to have free and 
undisturbed access to the beach. 

I explained that no one was trying to take away the beach or prevent 
them from having access and they told me that up to about two and a 



half to three years ago there was a gate which prevented people from 
having access to Jaws Beach.I answered by saying that I did not know 
about that and that it was perhaps something which the Clifton 
Heritage Authority had done. My conversations with them lasted for 
about half an hour and the longer the conversations occurred and the 
more persons I engaged directly, the more we all began to communicate 
and understood more where the Coalition was coming from and what 
their concerns were. 

I even noticed that one had a Kalik beer in their pocket and I promoted 
Freeport Sands beer instead and promised to get them some, which 
they all appreciated. 

They were very concerned about white rich Foreigners coming to the 
Bahamas and doing whatever they wanted and they accused Bacon 
repeatedly of trying to steal their land and “heritage”. 

During our conversation they told me that Keod Smith was on his way 
and that I could speak to him. When they broke for lunch they went and 
sat under the casuarina trees to the west of the dock and in front of my 
rented Hertz vehicle. 

I stayed near the dock and continued to take pictures. 

At about this time, I decided to leave and was walking back to my car 
and some of the fellows called on me to say that if I really meant any 
good I would buy them all a cool drink since they were working so hard 
in the sun. I said no problem, took $30 from my pocket and gave it to 
one of the workers who gratefully took it while all of the others joked 
about it. I said to him “make sure you don’t accuse me of buying you all 
off now”. To which they all laughed. 

Up until this time, I had felt no fear, anxiety, or apprehension filming 
what was going on, talking with the workers, approaching the dock, 
being on the dock and having discussions with them or going back to my 



As I was walking back to my car a small white vehicle drove up and 
Keod Smith and a driver came out bringing boxes of Kentucky fried 
chicken. 

I started to film this which seemed to anger Keod Smith no end. 

I have a first video clip which records what I observed from his 
appearance on the site that he was already heated about my being 
there. He was also angry about my filming and came over to me and 
demanded that I delete what I had just filmed. He became very 
aggressive and as he did so, all of the workers began to congregate 
around me in a threatening manner. 

I was at my car, and Keod Smith began almost a continuous flow of 
insulting verbal abuse and haranguing and threatening language which 
annoyed and offended me considerably. 

I tried to calm things down and to address specific issues with him. I 
had made good ground with communicating with the workers and did 
not wish to have Keod say things which were not true or which were 
misleading without answering them. I thought that I could reason with 
Keod, a fellow counsel and attorney, and a person with whom I had had 
professional business in the past. 

Keod Smith was demanding why I was on his beach; that I had no right 
to be there. He was very abusive with regard to Louis Bacon accusing 
him of being a liar; of trying to buy the Clifton Heritage site for $25M; 
of having built a canal illegally; of being a drug smuggler; and many 
other things. 

As Keod made accusations about the Coalition, or about me, or about 
Louis Bacon, and other issues, I tried to explain what I understood to be 
the truth. He also kept repeating that I was Bacon’s lawyer which I 
emphasized that I was not. 
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His group of workers were all watching and each of them took up and 
were holding either a large stick or branch, a hammer, a crow bar, a 
long piece of bent steel or other potential weapon. 

At first, I thought that I could engage Keod in the presence of his 
workers to discuss the issues. 

It was however, apparent that Keod Smith was determined to be angry, 
hurl abuse and threaten me. 

Periodically I said to him things like, “Keod, you don’t have to behave 
this way, we have known each other for a long time! you don’t have to 
pick a fight, you don’t have to put on a show, I have been talking with 
these guys! we have known each other too long, why are you behaving 
this way” 

The person who came with Keod in the car was periodically mumbling 
and expressing anger and derogatory comments. It was somewhat of a 
continuous undercurrent. 

As the exchanges ebbed and flowed Keod would periodically become 
very aggressive and very angry and pushed himself up into my chest 
several times and on a couple of occasions he brandished a large 
casuarina stick at me and was pushing my chest with his hands and 
jumping up into my face and screaming and hurling abuse at me. This 
happened on several occasions and on each occasion he was obviously 
trying to provoke a physical reaction by me to him. 

Shortly after Keod came I recall that I did touch Keod in a gesture of 
friendliness either to shake his hand or to put out my arm towards him 
or to chat in a friendly way. I do not exactly recall this slight touching 
in any more detail other than it did occur. It was I believe filmed by his 

driver. 
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In any event, it was not a gesture by me which was an assault, threat, 
or attack. It was in the nature of a friendly outreach to a person whom I 
have known for many years. 

In no other way did I threaten to assault, batter, attack or in any way 
put him or any of his workers in threat of harm. 

Although, when I had originally engaged and was talking with all of the 
workers before Keod’s arrival I was not feeling any fear, as Keod Smith 
worked his assaulting frenzy, I could see a number of his workers 
stenching up and picking up and holding the tools and instruments 
which were obviously now weapons in a ready to strike position. 

These men had originally been sitting around on the bench and milling 
around eating their Kentucky which Keod had brought them. 

Although initially, when Keod started engaging me I did not feel 
physically threatened, within minutes of his continuing his verbal 
attacks, I became frightened for my physical wellbeing. It became 
apparent to me that Keod Smith was getting his blood up and was 
determined to incite riot and harm towards me. I became fearful of the 
workers and what they might do to me because they were obviously 
controlled by Keod Smith because they did what Keod told and incited 
them to do 

At one stage I tried to leave but Keod said that I was on his beach now 
and that I could not just decide to leave, I could only leave when he told 

me I could leave. I got into my car and tried to move it but he told the 
workers to surround the car and he stood directly behind the car and 
prevented me from moving. I could not go forwards or backwards. 

I got out of my car and was still surrounded by the workers and Keod 
began haranguing me again. I stood at the back of my car to give myself 
some protection from the back while his workers were on the side and 
Keod stood in front of me. 
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Periodically, he came very close and again started jabbing and jarring 
me in my chest and apparently trying to provoke a fight. He was in a 
rage. The workers milled about and he went back to his car for 
something. I again tried to leave and he came dashing back and told the 
tractor driver to hurry up and bring the tractor behind my car so that I 
could not reverse. 

In front of my car was the beach and it would have been difficult, if not 
impossible for me, to flee in that direction. I was very frightened for my 
life at this stage and the car was surrounded by all of his men. Keod 
had a big stick about 4 feet long and all of the others were brandishing 
their weapons of one sort or another, putting me in fear of physical 
harm. 

I took a chance that I could go and try the beach way. They did not 
expect me to do so and I was able to drive over the brow of the beach 
hill. I had to stay very close to the tree to get traction for the tyres. At 
one stage one my tyres was spinning in the sand but I managed to veer 
around several of his workers who began rushing to the other side of the 
car. 

One person stood in front with a stick while others started hitting the 
car with their weapons, all the while Keod was shouting “Don’t let him 
go, don’t let him go”. 

The vehicle had dents on the front hood from where it was being struck. 
I moved forward. As I inched forward the one in the front moved to the 
side slightly and I was able to go past him without touching him 
although it broke the stick on the right hand side of the car. As the stick 
was long and a part of it was on the ground being held upright by him, I 
believe the tyre went over it and pushed it down. 

The car did not touch the gentlemen who had been in front. 

As I was managing my way around the casuarina tree and they were 
banging on the car, someone landed a heavy blow, or several, with a 



steel curved bar and broke the back of my windshield. The smashing, 
shattering and glass flying into the back of the car, terrified me. By that 
time I knew my life was in danger. 

I was fearful that my life was in danger, because Keod Smith had 
incited these workmen to riot, disorderly behaviour and to assault, to 
inflict harm on me and to maliciously cause actual damage to the self 
drive rental vehicle which I had from Hertz to wit, denting the hood in 
several places and smashing the back windshield. 

I then drove towards the street and stopped just where the sand ended 
and looked back. I caught my breath and saw where the entire back 
windshield had been smashed in. I estimate the cost and damage to 
repair this will be at least $1,000 but an accurate estimate will be 
obtained and provided to you. I took photographs of the shattered back 
windshield. 

As I did so, I was surprised to see Keod making his way towards me. I 
filmed his approach as you will notice from another video in my 
possession taken by me and kept asking him why he did this and he 
kept asking why I had come there to cause trouble. 

In filming him I realized why he took the opportunity to come to my 
vehicle. 

When he reached the back of my vehicle he placed his hand through the 
shattered, broken windshield and removed the steel bar which had been 
used to smash my back windshield, thereby removing evidence which 
would have had fingerprints and which would have proved who actually 
did the damage which Keod Smith incited before and during my flight 
and which he abetted after the fact by taking away the evidence and 
thereby causing it to be concealed from production to you, it having 
been in my car. 

Until Keod Smith arrived I was not in fear of my life or felt any danger. 
Although the conversation between me and some of the workers had 
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some touchy issues about race, etc., I was able to engage in sensible and 
reasonable discourse and even went back and sat down with some of 
them shaking hands and getting to know them. 

After Keod’s arrival, I began to feel more endangered, threatened and 
frightened. As Keod’s haranguing of me became more and more heated 
and his attacks on me increased and his inciting the workers to do me 
harm increased, I became more and more and more frightened. 

I escaped with my life and unharmed except for the batteries on my 
chest. 

None of the assaults and batteries or threats of harm would have 
occurred if Keod Smith had not been encouraging them or inciting the 
workers to take violent action against me. 

I hold Keod Smith completely responsible for the harm and threats of 
harm which I was subjected to and I ask the police to take appropriate 
action against Mr. Keod Smith. 

I no longer feel safe. During the course of his exchanges Keod made it 
plain I was not welcome in Nassau,' what was I doing coming from 
Freeport to interfere with things and that I was only creating trouble 
and he was telling the workers, “Now you see who he is! That’s Bacon’s 
lawyer^ “That’s the Haitian” and that I was not Bahamian and that I 
had to swear an oath to become Bahamian. 

As Keod’s attacks on me became more heated I was completely shocked 
at his behavior. I could not understand why a fellow counsel and 
attorney, a colleague and a person who I had known as a reasonable 
man should have arrived on the scene and been so aggressive and in a 
rage towards me. 

I must also say that I consider Mr. Louis Bacon is not safe in Nassau as 
he repeatedly said he was going to take care of Mr. Louis Bacon and me. 
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In particular with respect of Mr. Bacon he said that before Keod Smith 
was finished he would make sure that Louis Bacon was jailed in Fox 
Hill Prison and he said “I have a big 6 foot black man that is going to 
take care of Bacon when we get him into Fox Hill”. 

He also insisted that Bacon was a liar, and that Bacon wanted this 
property. And that Bacon had offered him $25,000,000 for the land and 
that Bacon could not escape, because he, Keod Smith, had all of the 
papers to show all of this. 

He also said that Bacon, and I and others would have been sued for libel 
a long time ago except that we had a couple of members on our Board of 
Directors and for that reason he would not sue for defamation. 

He kept accusing and winding everybody there up about Bacon being 
part of the Klu Klux Klan and that his people were not going to let 
Bahamians be abused by Louis Bacon or any other racist. 

He said that he was an activist and that I did not know who I was 
playing with and that he was a “warrior” and was going to show Bacon 
and everyone working with Bacon, what he was about. 

During the exchanges, I had asked Keod Smith if he had a permit for 
doing the works at Jaws Beach and he proclaimed that he, Keod Smith, 
did not need a permit to do what he needed to do on his public beach. 

I hereby make available to you an electronic copy by CD of all of the 
still photographs and video clips which I took in regard to the above 
incident and as the maker thereof I am prepared to put the same into 
evidence. 

For most of the time that the exchanges took place between myself and 

Keod Smith a person who had driven up and was driving Keod’s vehicle 
filmed us on his Smart phone. 
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Accordingly a record of most of the verbal exchanges between us is on 
record and I urge the police to quickly obtain a copy of those recordings 
because they are the best evidence. 

I hereby complain against the said Keod Smith and other persons 
present at the aforesaid day and time for being concerned together in 
the following criminal actions against me, 

1. Unlawful assault contrary to section 133 of the Penal Code 

2. Uttering threats of harm contrary to section 203 of the Penal Code 

3. Causing public terror contrary to section 205(l) of the Penal Code 

4. Making use of violent, scurrilous and highly abusive language to 
provoke other persons to breach the peace contrary to section 
208(1) of the Penal Code. 

5. Threatening abusive and insulting language to my annoyance 
contrary to section 208(2) of the Penal Code. 

6. In a public place using threatening language concerning other 
persons to wit, Louis Bacon, contrary to section 208(7) of the Penal 
Code. 

7. Unlawful assault against me contrary to section 264 of the Penal 
Code. 


8. Causing unlawful and malicious damage to my self drive 
automobile Registration Number SD'36 being a Nissan Versa 
2012 rented by me; smashing the rear windshield of the said 
vehicle, and denting the front hood, causing damage of likely in 
excess of $1,000 in my estimation, to be verified by an estimate 
contrary to section 328 of the Penal Code ^ 



9. Taking part in unlawful riot, being armed with offensive 
instruments, to wit, wooden sticks, crowbar, hammer and other 
metal objects contrary to section 410 of the Penal Code. 

10. Using violence with intent to deter myself from acting as 
counsel and attorney in legal proceedings or inquiring about the 
same about to be commenced contrary to section 420 of the Penal 
Code. 


11. With reference to all of the aforesaid offences, abetment of 
the respective offences contrary to section 86(l) of the Penal Code. 
In this latter regard, not only was there a direct instigation, 
encouragement, promoting of others, but after the fact in the case 
of Keod Smith himself of removing evidence from the scene of the 
crime that could easily have been fingerprinted. 

I make this statement of my own free will and volition and it is 
correct and true to the best of my knowledge and belief. 

I make the same in respect of my request for police action. 

I am continuing to review this statement in the event that I may be 
able to recall any further information for inclusion in due course. It is 
obviously not a complete record of everything which was said and 
which occurred. 

I have on several occasions today since the above described incident, 
attempted to contact the Commissioner of Police to make an 
appointment to personally report this. Unfortunately, we have not 
been able to make contact. In addition, signed copies of this 
Statement are being hand delivered to the Commissioner of Police in 
care of the Police Headquarters, Central Police Station and the 



Officer in Charge of the Cable Beach Police Station and to the Office 
of the Attorney General. I am also sending electronic copies of this to

The barbaric, hateful and 
intimidating demonstration 
which was allowed to poi¬ 
son our national cultural cen¬ 
terpiece, Junkanoo, on New 
Year’s Day signals the rise of 
a shameful and dangerous ten¬ 
dency within our national pub¬ 
lic dialogue. 

The hostile and xenophobic 
messages on display at this tra¬ 
ditional family event, well at¬ 
tended by visitors from abroad, 
targeted Save The Bays (STB) 
chairman Fred Smith, QC, and 
renowned international busi¬ 
nessman and conservationist 
Louis Bacon. Banners read: 
“Bacon is KKK” beneath an 
image of a burning cross, “Join 
the coalition to banish Bacon”, 
“Fred Smith, Haitian infidel”, 
and “Is Fred Smith a Bahamian 
or an illegal Haitian?” 


The Bahamas should be 
proud to have such esteemed 
and prestigious individuals 
leading the charge for environ¬ 
mental rights; instead we allow 
a gang of thugs to attempt to 
tarnish their names and reputa¬ 
tions while thousands look on 
in person and untold numbers 
witness it via social media or 
other means, bringing shame 
and embarrassment to the na¬ 
tion of The Bahamas. 

STB is not asking for special 
treatment for Mssrs Bacon and 
Smith, nor anyone else; the fact 
is that every individual in The 
Bahamas deserves the right to 
live their life without the spec¬ 
ter of fear and intimidation 
hanging over their heads.

Over the past few decades, 
countries across the globe have 
been forced to grapple with the 
consequences of a surge in the 
instances of hate speech, of¬ 
ten tied to the rise of religious 
fundamentalism and in many 
cases with disastrous and tragic 
results. STB does not want to 
see this kind of fallout in The 


incite hate or to infringe upon 
or violate other sacred rights 
of the individual, for example 
the right to security, freedom of 
conscience and freedom from 
discrimination of any kind. 

In addition, The Bahamas 
has ratified the International 
Covenant on Civil and Political 
Rights, which states that “any 
advocacy of national, racial or 
religious hatred that constitutes 
incitement to discrimination, 
hostility or violence shall be 
prohibited by law”. 

The American Convention 
on Human Rights, to which

The Bahamas is also a signa¬ 
tory, declares that: “Any pro¬ 


of persons on any grounds in¬ 
cluding those of race, color, 
religion, language, or national 
origin shall be considered of¬ 
fenses punishable by law.” 

The vast majority of devel¬ 
oped countries and several in 
the developing world have al¬ 
ready passed some form of ban 
on hate speech. 

In Belgium, acts motivate 
by racism or xenophobia are 
prohibited; in Canada, inciting 
hatred against any identifiable 
group is an indictable offense; 
In Denmark, public statements 
by which a group is threatened, 
insulted or degraded are pro¬ 
hibited; in Germany, incite¬ 
ment to popular hatred is a 
punishable offense; in Iceland 
ridicule, slander and threaten¬ 
ing speech is banned; in Jordan, 
several laws seek to prevent 
the dissemination of material 
that would provoke hatred or 
strife; Singapore’s penal code 
criminalizes the deliberate 
promotion of enmity, hatred 
or ill-will and hate speech was 
specifically excluded from pro¬ 
tection under the South African 
Constitution. The list goes on 
and on. 

STB calls on the government 
of The Bahamas to join the 
ranks of these forward thinking 
nations and protect all citizens, 
residents and visitors from in¬ 
timidation, slander and threat¬ 
ening language or actions. 

An Act of Parliament ban¬ 
ning hate speech should form 
part of a raft of Human Rights 
Act and similar Bills that also 
include anti-corruption laws, 
appointment of an Ombuds¬ 
man, a Freedom of Information 
Act and enhanced protections 
for all minority groups in The 
Bahamas.

Simeon Hall- This is the kind of thing we want to do. The bible talks about reconciliation - as brothers we 
are supposed to seek reconciliation with anybody. And so this is a first. Dr. McPhee is to be commended 
for initiating this right in the heart of all that is happening. And Dr. Moss...everybody has a right to their 
opinion and how they feel but we're all called to be sons of reconciliation and that's what we're doing 
today. 

McPhee-1 want to say this also - as Dr. Hall has stated we want to show to the Bahamian people that 
The Bahamas is about love and peace. (Interrupted by loud tracker) We moved next to Lyford Cay and 
Nygard Cay to show to the public that the black Bahamian has a right to be in Lyford Cay, to be able to 
sit on the beach and to enjoy the grand and majestic quality that God has blessed The Bahamas with. 

The Bahamas belongs to every Bahamian and we welcome all foreigners to enjoy what God has blessed 
us with, we are one people, we preach peace and love among the brethren.

C.B Moss- Let him come over here, he wants to meet me. (Greets everyone). 

Peter Nygard- Hello Moss, Peter Nygard. 

C.B Moss- First time meeting you. 

Peter Nygard- Yes, yes. 

C.B Moss- Good to see you, 

Peter Nygard- l J ve seen you on TV and you haven't been so pleased with me so I came over here to see 
what I can do, 

C.B Moss- It has nothing to do with you, 

Peter Nygard- Oh okay, 

C.B Moss- It has nothing to do with you, it has to do with the establishment of the Clifton Sea Park. 
Nothing to do with you, it's not personal. 

Peter Nygard- Oh okay it seemed to be personal on television. 
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C.B Moss- Oh no, it was never personal. 

Peter Nygard-1 mean I've been here for 40 years and I've tried to do my very, very best to help out The

stand in the way of that to the best of my ability. So it has nothing to do with you. Just like 14 years ago 
it had nothing to do with the then participants. 

Peter Nygard- Just that you know 30 years ago I did the very same thing for Stuart Cove I formed coastai 
watch and....inaudible 

C.B Moss- Well, we're not necessarily on opposite sides I don't be against anything, I be for something's 
and if being for something... 

Peter Nygard- With all due respect how is it possible that you can come up with a scenario to say that 
that beautiful Nygard Cay that's been here for 40 years has anything to do with destroying any of that 
area? 

C.B Moss- Let me say it has nothing to do with Nygard Cay, our information is that the work that was 
done there, the accretion of the land has altered the coastline and it is adversely affecting the area. 

Peter Nygard- But sir, zero proof for that, zero. Now this has been in place for 40 years, 30 years, 20 
years and this has nothing to do with it. This survey after survey that has nothing to do with it. In fact 
now I have to give another survey .... 

C.B Moss- I'm only saying what the government is saying. 

Peter Nygard- The government didn't say that. 

C.B Moss- Yes, the government said that, now the government said that. I am not a scientist but the 
government of The Bahamas has said that the work was done illegally; the government has said that it 
has had an adverse effect. Now I'm just quoting the government. 

Simeon Hall- Well what we don't want to do... 

Peter Nygard- No, no, no, he's talking about the other government, he's talking about the previous 
government that my neighbor bought off to say exactly. So we're talking about two separate issues 
completely. The government before that. Perry Christie did not say that, and the government this time is 
not saying that, nor did any surveyors report say that. 

C.B Moss- If our coalition could satisfy that what we believe is not I'll have nothing to say. 

Simeon Hall- Dr. Moss has been...this is the beginning of a dialogue. 
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Peter Nygard- So at the beginning of the dialogue we have these huge oil spills over there and we're 
focusing on Nygard Cay, my goodness. 

CB Moss- Let me add something, I'm opposed to the oil spill and all the other things but it is also about 
the disposition of Crown Land. That land is Crown Land, a land that has been accreted is Crown Land and 
we are saying that there are hundreds of Bahamians who over the years have applied to the 
government for the use of Crown Land. Some of them have not even heard from them and I have a 
personal objection to anyone being able to acquire such large pieces of Crown Land when there are 
hundreds of Bahamians who can't get land. 

Peter Nygard- You realize that your beloved friend Louis Bacon... 

C.B Moss- No, no, iet me correct you, fve never met him, I do not know him, and he's not my friend! We 
just happen to perhaps be on the same side. I've been on the same side as the devil, when the devil said 
to Jesus thou art the Christ; we were on the same side. So I will be on the same side with anybody but 
he's not my friend. 

Peter Nygard- Well there's a lot of people behind us who insist that there's a very dear friendship there 
but if you,... 

C.B Moss- Let the people who say there's a friendship establish it. 

Peter Nygard- Let me finish, I heard you, now let me finish. So if I use the word friend mistakenly, fine 
you corrected that. 

C.B Moss- Good, now I'm listening. 

Peter Nygard- My next door neighbour, do you realize that he's been trying to drive me out of my 
beloved place now for 10 years? Do you realize that he's built his buildings over my space? Do you 
realize that he's put huge speakers the size of these buildings to try to blast me out of that place? 

C.B Moss- I've heard as much but the truth of the matter is I have little concern about,,.Let me be honest 
with you in my neck of the woods if you see where we are, you see where we are here.,. 

Peter Nygard- That's why I came here. 

C.B Moss- No listen, what goes on behind the gates of Lyford Cay really does not occupy any major 
concern to me, it really doesn't. I've heard the stories over the years about the conflict between yourself 
and your neighbour.
